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THE MODERN MOVEMENT IN ART AND ARCHITECTURE. 


E review on another page a book* that is 
significant in these days when all the arts 
are in a chaotic condition. If we believe 
they are suffering from the violent post- 

war upheaval, it is certain that the word suffering 
would be disputed. On the other hand, the state- 
ment that there is chaos in modern art would be 
accepted, but it would certainly be claimed that 
chaos is in some cases a necessary prelude to 
creation. Even so, the question will arise in the 
minds of thoughtful persons, who dislike the work 
produced by the modernists, whether they can be 
made to like it more, or less, by the arguments that 
are submitted for and against. 

It is difficult to imagine this modern movement 
arising and developing to its fulfilment in silence. 
It claimed many things ; indeed, it seemed to claim 
too much, and it was natural and inevitable that a 
reply and a protest should come from an architect 
and an author having not only a traditional con- 
ception of architecture, but a scholarly mind 
supporting its arguments upon an extensive know- 
ledge of the history of art. This new movement in 
architecture has been accompanied by a consider- 
able amount of literature to support its claims, and, 
to a certain extent, it has outlined a theory of 
architecture intimately connected with social and 
economic theories. No doubt this has always been 
the case in the whole history of architecture, but 
there is an important significance, nevertheless, in 
the fact that these theories are more articulate and 
are more widely held to-day. For that reason, it 
is in the best interests of modern architecture that 
its ideals and its works should be subjected to 
searching criticism. No artist would dispute that, 
and still maintain that a complete change in art 
can be founded upon a fundamental outlook claiming 
reason and logic as its basis. In the final issue the 
validity of the aesthetic change would become a 
matter of the soundness of the reasoning. 

It might be supposed that some light could be 
thrown upon the modern impulse in architecture if 
we could visualise any real significance or common 
ground in the disturbances in the other arts. The 
late Mr. John Galsworthy made one of his char- 
acters say: “There's never been such a violent 
break in the way people look at life, nor such com- 
plete confusion in the minds of artists as to what 
they exist for.” Obviously there has been a 
determination to bring about a change at all costs. 
Existing literary forms were stated to be no longer 
of significance or value, and attempts were made to 
rediscover some prime vitality in the roots of the 
language. Similarly, it, was considered to be 
modern poetry if it bore no relation to any kind of 
poetry, even if the unlikeness could only be achieved 
by cutting conversational prose into strips. In 
painting, the exponents of the newest movements 
submit pictures that must on no account resemble 
the objects which they purport to represent. The 
new architecture has produced some extravagant 
forms that create impressions of an electric dynamo 
or a nightmare battleship. These developments 
are extreme, and may have no significance in the 
ultimate course of this modern movement. Never-

theless, they do give some point to the warning 
sounded recently by a critic :—‘‘ It needs reason to 
understand that the source of the trouble is a 
general flight from reason and from the legacy of 
civilised opinion in which past reason has been 
embodied.” 

It is generally acknowledged that the Modernistic 
movement in architecture is based upon the 
expression of efficiency or functionalism—confusing 
qualities to define in terms of functional necessities, 
purpose, structure, or materials. In another sense, 
the movement is easier to understand and merits 
praise where there is to be seen an effort at simpli- 
fication and the anxiety to do everything with a 
purpose. Architecture is bound to gain from a 
constant and rigorous supervision of stylistic 
origins, but this is a mental and moral discipline 
that should not run to extremes by assuming that 
all traditional architecture deliberately ignored, or 
ignores, the practical and utilitarian needs of 
modern science and structure. 

One of the unfortunate results of the Modernistic 
movement is that many people are conscious of a 
definite loss. Even if they admit the changed out- 
look in life, they cannot adjust their minds to the 
abandonment of all recognised standards of beauty. 
They disagree with the comforting philosophy of the 
modernist ; they believe that efficiency may be 
perfect and the result far from beautiful. The 
belief that “‘ everything that functions well looks 
well ” demands a certain amount of faith, and there 
seems little doubt that efficiency and the social 
objective must become more clearly defined in the 
future. At the moment, it seems to us that 
Corbusier’s statement that ‘‘ a house is a machine 
to live in” has been given a too literal interpreta- 
tion by the modernists. There is a jargon of 
functionalism, and in the desire for novelty there is 
a suspicion that we are not seeing the true expression 
of efficiency, but merely the mannerism that is 
trying to create the impression of efficiency. 

It can hardly be denied that there is a Modernism 
that is an essential part of the everyday practice of 
architecture, in its response to new conditions and 
in its skilful use of new materials. Nor can it be 
denied that, since the beginning of the century, 
architecture had made a remarkable advance along 
traditional lines. Efficiency, as expressed in tra- 
ditional architecture, was not so neglected and 
hopeless that the modernist was forced into the 
deliberate rejection of all traditional technique. 

It has been said that the essence of tradition is 
that it bends to circumstance. Consequently, if a 
thing is truly traditional it is also modern, and 
similarly the converse is true. It is possible, there- 
fore, that, in time, a less narrow view of function- 
alism will prevail, when the modernist takes a 
broader view of traditionalism, when he realises that 
a thing is not necessarily modern merely because it 
refuses to have even a remote association with the 
appearance of anything connected with the past. 
That is a danger which might easily be a fashion. 
We may be at the beginning of an age of sheer 
utilitarianism, but in the end the only ‘one sure test 
of life in the arts is whether they can survive in our 
memories and affections. 
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THE Report of the Slum

which can be exercised by local authori- 
ties without regard to national con- 
ditions, it would seem necessary, the 
Committee state, to bring into being 
a National Executive Authority, with 
power to plan on a national scale, 
and “to act in default of such local 
authorities as were not prepared to 
take part in the carrying out of such 
a plan.” The Committee recommend 
the holding of a conference between 
representatives of various interested 
institutions to decide whether the 
formation of such an authority is 
necessary, and todiscuss other important 
points involved, and pending the 
decision of the Council on this recom- 
mendation, further consideration of 
matters referred to the Committee is 
suspended. We shall comment more 
fully on this report on a subsequent 
occasion.

our leading article last week, while 
a letter in The Times from Mr. L, 
Sylvester Sullivan, chairman of the 
Practice Standing Committee, R.I.B.A., 
in response to the correspondent who 
raised the matter, also replied to the 
charges that were brought. In view 
of that correspondence, an announce- 
ment by the Bedford Education Com- 
mittee (see page 664) is of interest. 
The Committee invites architects to 
take part in a limited competition for 
designs for a new school, the winner 
to carry out the work on a com- 
mission of five per cent. The com- 
petition has been approved by the 
R.I.B.A., and, consequently, the de- 
parture from the customary rate of 
6 per cent. commission must have 
received the Institute’s official sanction. 
It would be interesting to know whether 
this is an exceptional case, or whether 
it is symptomatic of an official decree 
in favour of a lower rate. 


THERE are, we know, 
Fee architects who believe 
Cutting. that 6 per cent. is too 


high a rate in view of 

the present cost of build- 
ing. They would welcome a lower 
rate for several reasons, not the least 
being that there are many who are 
tempted to undercut the official figure 
and are able to afford to do so because of 
the margin available. We understand 
there are a number of architects 
working to-day on a lump sum basis 
which, in some cases, is not more than 
4 per cent. Is it a fair inference that, 
if such firms continue to prosper and 
do good work, that a revised rate is 
Gue? This is a point upon which

In our issue for April 6 
we discussed the recent 
decision of the newly. 
elected London County 
Council to erect a new 
Waterloo Bridge to take six lines of 
traffic on the site of the existing bridge, 
notwithstanding the decision of the 
late Council to widen the bridge by 
corbelling out in order to take four 
lines of traffic. In our article we 
referred to the criticism of river users 
and authorities that navigation was 
made dangerous by the arches of the 
existing bridge in consequence of tidal 
difficulties. In our opinion this is the 
only serious argument which can be 
put forward by those who wish to 
remove Rennie’s bridge, and for that 
reason, no doubt, it has been made 
much use of in recent discussions. 
Lord Ritchie, Chairman of the Port of 
London Authority, has just given his 
weighty opinion that the arches of 
Waterloo Bridge do increase the diffi 
culties of navigation, but it has 
often been pointed out that this is 
not the only arched bridge, and that 
actually next but one up the river is 
Westminster Bridge. We admit the 
importance of the navigation of the 
river, but it is not the only question to 
be considered, as Sir Reginald Blomfield 
points out in a letter to a contem- 
porary last week, in which he says that 
“arguments against a new bridge are 
just as valid to-day as they were two 
years ago.”

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construction of some sort is carried out 
in connection with the crossing of the 
Strand; and this means that to the 
estimated cost of the bridge (£1,295,000) 
there would have to be added the cost 
of consequent work which might run 
into millions. There is the further issue 
of the design of the proposed new 
bridge. Sir Percy Simmons has re- 
minded the L.C.C. that when this 
design was submitted to the Royal 
Fine Art Commission, that body re- 
ported on it unfavourably, having 
regard to the site of the bridge and its 
relation to Somerset House. We have 
already lost a famous view of St. Paul’s 
owing to the hinder parts of Messrs. 
Lever’s new building at Blackfriars. 
We do not want to lose a great historic 
bridge and the finest architectural com- 
position on the river, and indeed in 
London. Lord Ritchie refers to the 
dangers of reconstructing the bridge, 
but the scheme of Sir H. Dalrymple- 
Hay involved much less demolition and 
less interference with river traffic. As 
chairman of the Port of London 
Authority, Lord Ritchie would like a 
suspension bridge, and anywhere else 
there is a great deal to be said for this, 
but a suspension bridge next to 
Somerset House is unthinkable.”

Aw exhibition embodying 

Austria Austrian art, industry, 

in travel and sport was 
London. opened on Monday 
last at Dorland House, 
Regent-street, W., by the Austrian 
Minister for Commerce. It is the 
first exhibition to be held under the 
patronage of the Austrian Government 
since 1896. Selected works from the 
national museums, art societies and 
of architects, artists and business 
men, are on view. The lower ground 
floor shows travel exhibits, including 
a panorama of the journey to Vienna. 
The entrance floor represents a street 
of old Vienna, consisting of composite 
pictures of some of the outstanding 
features of the city, with shops dis- 
playing various goods. The art section 
has examples of the Baroque period, 
including Gobelins from the famous 
Viennese collection of tapestries—one 
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of the relief of Vienna from the Turkish 
siege ; a room of the Baroque period, 
including paintings by Canaletto ; 
and Austrian water colours of the 19th 
century, with examples also of old 
Viennese porcelain. The first floor 
carries a multiplicity of fancy goods, 
wearing apparel, modern furniture, 
glass, wood carving, modern and 
antique silver to mention but a few, 
and a typical Vienna cafe is included. 
On the second floor is an exhibition 
of modern art and arts and crafts, and 
a section showing the development of 
modern Austrian architecture. The 
exhibition architects are Professors 
Hoffman, Holzmeister and Witzmann, 
of Vienna, and Mr. Michael Rosenauer, 
of London. The exhibition will remain 
open until May 12.

Tue building industry is at present await- 
ing the announcement of the constitution of 
the expert committee which, as the Minister 
of Health announced at the recent annual 
dinner of the’ Institution of Structural 
Engineers, is to be set up to decide upon the 
best form of tenement construction for 
rehousing tenants displaced under slum- 
clearance schemes. 

While the exact terms of reference of the 
proposed committee are as yet unknown, it is 
understood that the revision of building by- 
laws will largely enter into consideration. As 
is known, the Advisory Committee on the 
Amendment of the London Building Aci, 
1930, was appointed in April, 1931, and has, 
up to the present, reported on those parts 
of the Act relating to steel-framed buildings 
and the fire-grading of buildings and building 
materials. Mr. H. Berry (chairman of the 
Building Acts Committee of the L.C.C.) has 
stated that the final report of the Advisory 
Committee will be ready in about twelve 
months’ time—that is, four years after the 
commencement of the Advisory Committee’s 
labours. 


In the opinion of many, the most useful 
action that the proposed committee of experts 
could do, in reference to the by-laws question, 
is to recommend that the ndon County 
Council should take a power of making by- 
laws. Not unnaturally, the Council is not 
willing to submit amendments piecemeal to 
Parliament. Yet, by the time that the 
Advisory Committee has completed its 
labours, it is highly probable that the march 
of progress will have rendered part, if not 
all, of its earlier labours obsolescent. 

A power of making by-laws would enable 
the Building Act Committee of the Council to 
deal itself and in order of urgency with such 
sections as may from time to time become 
obsolete. 


The Advisory Committee’s Work. 


A good deal yet remains to be done by the 
Advisory Committee. The question of welding 
is much to the fore as a result of the Govern- 
ment proposals to rehouse, where possible, 
displaced tenants in flats instead of in 
cottages on outlying estates. Welding, 
though permitted by the Ministry of Health 
model by-laws and by many of the provincial 
by-laws, is forbidden under the L.C.C. by- 
laws. By-laws to permit welding practice in 
the London area are long overdue. 


Attention must also be turned to speed- 
ing‘ up the sanctioning of plans submitted. 
The delays often experienced have occa- 
sioned considerable hardship and difficulty 
to prospective building owners and their 
architects. At present, applications have to 
be submitted to the Borough Council in 
question and then be considered by the L.C.C. 
BuiJding Act Committee, the Town Planning 
Cormittee, and, if the question of roads is 
concerned, the Highways Committee. 

In the provinces, the local authorities must, 
by statute, approve or disapprove plans 
within a month. It is only in London that 
the process of consideration may drag on 
indefinitely. It would be a most valuable 
work if the Advisory Committee would, 
additional to its technical inquiries, give its 
attention to devising some plan to remedy 
the present delay. 


A Permanent, Advisory Committee. 


To conclude, the Minister's Committee of 
Experts can, most usefully, assist the building 
industry by recommending that a permanent 
Advisory Committee on the Amendment of 
London’s Building Acts be retained, and 
that the Council take power to implement 
such recommendations as may from time to 
time be made by making by-laws and not by 
promoting legislation. In this way the 
fluidity of the Acts, in accordance with fresh 
knowledge, would be assured,

Architects’ and Surveyors’ Fees: A Builder’s 
Point of View. 

Srr,—I read your interesting leader in 7'he 
Builder for April 13, under the heading of 
““ The Architect’s Fees,’’ and whilst refraining 
from expressing an opinion as to the present 
system of charging, would like to put before 
you the builder’s case. 

* Take a job for which the builder’s estimate 
is £25,525, made up as follows :—

Therefore, client pays 8.05 per cent. for 
architect’s and quantity surveyor’s fees. It is 
quite usual for a contract of this size to be

Therefore, the architect and quantity sur- 
veyor between them get £2,031 10s. for pre- 
paring drawings and taking off measured 
quantities for £11,250 worth of work, the re- 


mainder being for estimates obtained from. 


sub-contractors, such as steelwork, heating 
and ventilating, patent floors, etc., and put in 
as P.C.s or provisional sums or contingencies. 
The percentage is therefore 18 per cent., or if 
an allowance is made for architect for his 
work in connection with sub-contractors, this 
percentage would be reduced accordingly, but 
would still show about 15 per cent. 

The sub-contractors’ estimates are not 
usually so competitive as the builders; 
generally, in the case of heating and ventilat- 
ing, not more than two firms being asked, 
and sometimes only one. If the quantity sur- 
veyor is asked to price out bills, he would get 
+ per cent. on total = £127 12s. 6d. 

_ Now the builder’s case :—For the prepara- 
tion of his estimate he gets nothing. Assum- 
ing he “* backs ” on getting 15 per cent. gross 
on his part of the work :—

(Both cash discounts and only

£1,837 represents bare 7.2 per cent. gross. 

If builders sub-let masonry and tiling, as 
they invariably do, it is not usual to add on 
more than 5 per cent. for attendance, pro- 
vision of plant, water, etc., thus making the 
final result even worse than the 7.2 per cent. 
gross before mentioned, out of which he has 
to provide plant, overheads, as well as taking 
the risk of markets going against him. 

lt will, of course, be suggested that his 
remedy lies in putting on a bigger profit on 
his own work, and adding percentages on sub- 
contractors and P.C.s. From experience in 
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thé past two or three years, a builder would 
never get a job, and his estimating expenses 
would be money thrown away. To estimate 
for a job of this size, the builder’s expenses 
would not be less than £10.

Fairness in Tendering. 

* Srr,—‘‘ En Avant” has quite misunder- 
stood me. No one would, I think, contend 
that it is less costly to have quantities pre- 
pared by a surveyor than to allow a single 
builder to prepare his own. The normal pro- 
duct of the surveyor’s office is necessarily 
fuller’ in detail than the quantities prepared 
by a man who is also going to price them. 
What is contended is that when all the 
wasted labour of a number of builders tender- 
ing for the same job without quantities sup- 
plied is taken into account, it 1s as cheap to 
have the work done once only and fully by an 
independent surveyor, and, moreover, to the 
advantage of both builder and _ building 
owner. The overhead charges included in 
any particular estimate must include not only 
the cost of preparing that estimate, but also 
a share of the cost of preparing those (usually 
by far the majority) which have been 
unsuccessful, Artuur J. Wiis.

~ ] SLUM CLEARANCE 


REPORT OF THE R.I.B.A. COMMITTEE 


Tue Committee on Slum Clearance and Re- 
planning, appointed by the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Council of the R.I.B.A., on 
December 14, 1931, to elucidate all the diffi- 
culties that might be encountered in a com- 
prehensive slum-clearance- and _ re-housing 
scheme, has now issued its report. The sub- 
ject is considered under two heads, namely : 
I. Slum Clearance under Existing Powers; 
II. Slum Clearance in Relation to Replanning. 

The following suggestions are made for 
expediting work under existing powers :— 

1. That where possible, acquisition of 
clearance areas and other land should be by 
agreement rather than by compulsory pur- 
chase. 

2. That as many schemes as possible should 
be proceeded with at the same time. The 
survey suggested below is the only means of 
ascertaining what is possible. 

3. That an immediate housing survey should 
be made by all local authorities for the pur- 
poses of discovering suitable sites for alterna- 
tive accommodation for permanently displaced 
persons. 

4. That a whole-time official of sufficient 
status and commensurate powers should be 
appointed in all large cities, charged with the 
duty of superintending the survey, co-ordinat- 
ing the work of the various departments ‘or 
persons concerned, and thus securing con- 
tinuity of progress and prevention of delays in 
the procedure under the control of local 
authorities. In London it is thought that with 
some slight changes the existing procedure 
could easily be brought into line with that 
suggested above. 

5. That delays in the procedure required by 
the 1930 Act outside the control of local 
authorities, namely, the local inquiry and the 
arbitration, might be reduced by the appoint- 
ment of practising architects, surveyors and 
valuers as inspectors to inquire into and decide 
questions relating to objections to the inclusion 
of premises in clearance areas, and as arbi- 
trators to decide questions relating to compen- 
sation and by the omission of hearings at the 
inquiry. 

Following is a summary of the committee’s 
recommendations :— 

The committee are unanimously of the 
opinion that 

(1) All built-up areas should be zoned for 
industrial, commercial or residential purposes ; 

(2) Established industries should not be 
allowed to extend or new industries allowed to 
establish themselves in those parts zoned for 
residential purposes : 

(3) As far as possible industries not tied to 
central areas by geographical necessity should 
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be transferred to outer areas, garden cities or 
suburban towns; 

(4) The broad line of a general redevelop- 
ment plan of all built-up areas should be deter- 
mined at the earliest possible moment ; 

(5) Authorities be given powers to acquire 
such areas as will allow them to proceed with 
large rehousing projects ; 

(6) The process of acquisition should be as 
expeditious and inexpensive as possible ; 

(7) Before acquisition, zoning provisions and 
provisions of Section 6 of Housing Act, 1925, 
be enforced ; 

(8) Compensation paid for property acquired 
should be its value to private individuals 
under the zoning provisions and by-laws, and 
the sum paid should not include value attri- 
butable only to the demand of a local 
authority. 

The preceding recommendations, the com- 
mittee state, go far beyond powers which can 
be exercised by local authorities without 
regard to national conditions. The trans- 
ference and resettlement of industries can only 
satisfactorily be determined in relation to a 
national plan, and such transference and re- 
settlement would be important factors in the 
consideration of many housing schemes. It 
would therefore seem necessary to bring into 
being a national executive authority with 
power to plan on a national scale, and to act 
in default of such local authorities as were not 
prepared to take part in the carrying out of 
such a plan. 

The committee, therefore, while conscious 
that they have not exhausted the possibility of 
inquiry into the questions immediately re- 
ferred to them, are of the opinion that the 
time has arrived when some concerted effort 
should be made to ¥each agreement on the 
necessity, if any, for the creation and func- 
tioning of such a national executive authority, 
and in so far as housing fell to be dealt with 
by it, on the proper weight to be given to the 
various considerations on which differences of 
opinion, such as have been referred to in Part 
I. of the report, exist. 

The committee therefore recommend to the 
Council for consideration, the holding of a 
conference between representatives of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects, the 
Chartered Surveyors’ Institution, the Town 
Planning Institute, the Garden Cities and 
Town Planning Association, the National 
Housing and Town Planning Council, and 
such other Institutions as the Council may 
think fit, with a view to taking steps to 
arrive at agreement between those organisa- 
tions which interest themselves particularly in 
one or other of the phases of housing, on :— 

(1) The necessity or otherwise of a National 
executive authority, and if such an authority 
be thought necessary, its form and functions ; 

(2) The proper weight to be given to the 
considerations referred to above, on which 
differences of opinion such as have been 
referred to in Part I. of this report, exist; 

(3) The means of bringing into consultation 
the various groups of industries which would 
be affected by a national plan; 

(4) The means of bringing such a plan into 
practical being. 

Pending the decision of the Council on this 
recommendation, the committee propose to 
suspend further consideration of the matters : 
referred to them.

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PARIS BUILDINGS -I.

MORE FLATS. 

Panis, like London, continually changes her 
facade. Political riots and financial crises 
may disturb her and leave a few buildings 
half-completed and derelict in her streets, 
but for one derelict twenty new buildings 
yor alive and shining out of their 
scaffolding. 

Most of the new buildings are blocks of 
flats, and, although the city is already nearly 
choked up with them, the demand for more 
seems to persist. They spot the boulevards 
and round off prominent corners overlooking 
the squares. Like our own, they rise to

eight or nine stories and the two top stories 
set back. They endeavour to look simple, 
and the setting back gives them an appear- 
ance of restrained solidity in contrast with 
the old buildings which hang out heavy 
cornices. 

Renaissance ornament is completely dead, 
and Paris is strewn with its decaying corpses. 
French architects will tolerate it no longer;

they have finished with it once and for all, and 
one would be shocked to see them use it on 
any new building. The new buildings are 
sleek and regular and their surfaces are soft 
and warm, as if they had been cut out of 
galantine. 

Brick, combined with stone, or imitation 
stone, as on the flats in the Rue Oswaldo 
Cruz (Fig. 1) is rare. Paris was never a 
brick city. Even the walls behind the stucco 
fronts are mostly of stone, a rubble stone, 
and the Frenchman feels happiest with this 
kind of construction. The designer of the 
building seems to have seized with delight 
upon the law which allows projecting bal- 
conies above a certain height and to have 
pushed forward the whole of five stories. 

The block of offices and flats in Fig. 2 
startled the Rue St. Honoré, in which it 
stands. The Rue St. Honoré is rather con- 
servative and proud of its reputation, like

Bond-street, and is not sure whether the new- 
comer is very ‘“‘ modern ”’ or just vulgar. <A 
layman said this building made him think of 
an express train. Some Paris streets might 
be more pleasing if all the buildings in them 
ran into similar smooth lines instead of 


standing up in little straight sections as if , 


they all hated one another. 


The flats in Fig. 3, which overlook the Bois 
de Boulogne, suggest a scene from the film 
“* Metropolis.’’ They are not new flats—now 
about three years old—but they are signifi- 
cant of a style which the Parisians seem to 
like and try to emulate now. 

The flats in Fig. 4 face west and overlook 
a large ‘‘ place.’”” They are cheaper to rent 
than the Jast-mentioned flats and the people 
who live in them will enjoy the outlook at 
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the front as much as they can, because the 
back is very shut in and less amusing if it has 
to be seen every day. 

The voids in the facade of the flats in the 
Rue de |’Assomption (Fig. 5) almost over- 
power the solids. At the fifth story the 
architect seems to have forgotten the present 
building and to have started a new one, using 
a heavier hand. He has put his client to the 
expense of rounded corners, and feels, no 
Aoubt rightly, that by doing so the building 
looks more solid. 

The plan illustrated shows the type of studio 
flat in which many people live happily on the 
‘“left bank.’’ The studio is large, and the 
hall is of a comfortable width. e ordinary 
ceiling height is 9 ft., but the studfo runs up

a floor and a half. The floors, covered with 
a composition, feel warm to the naked feet. 
A device in the kitchen, attached to the sink 
and with a 9-in. drainpipe, carries off all 
rubbish and saves the bother of dustbins. 
But it is a doubtful amenity, which the 
L.C.C. certainly would not like. When in good 
order, it traps down the top of the drain- 
pipe; but the one the writer saw did not 
happen to be in good order. It jammed and

was most displeasing. The consumption of 
water is recorded on a little meter attached 
to the waterpipe near the tap, and is charged 
for. There are no fireplaces, and centrally 
heated radiators warm the rooms. 

The rent works out at only 30s. a week, 
which is much cheaper than in England, but 
a weakness is a thinness of the walls. Noises 
penetrate into the flat from all sides, and 
any movement of the lift sounds like the 
starting up of a power station. The front 
door to the building is always kept shut, and 
is epened only by the concierge. This pre- 
caution keeps out undesirable callers and 
makes for privacy, but it gives the concierge 
too much power. The concierge knows every- 
body who calls, handles all the letters, and, 
therefore, generally manages, not only to run 
the whole building, but to domineer all the 
tenants as well. The concierge system is 
said to be the curse of Paris.

THE MERSEY TUNNEL 


Srr,—The new road tunnel under the River 
Mersey is now complete : it is to be officially 
opened by the King in July. Its construc- 
tion has provided work for many thousands 
of workpeople over the past nine years; when 
in full operation it will be a valuable addi- 
tion to the transport facilities in the north- 
west of England. 

Will the building of the Mersey Tunnel be 
followed by the building of some of the many 
other river tunnels which from time to time 
have been discussed? Will a start be made, 
for instance, with a tunnel under the Tyne 
and a tunnel under the Humber, the roads 
across both of which are badly congested? 
And what about the many new bridges we 
need so badly in many parts of the country, 
and the long-overdue rebuilding of existing 
bridges? I am told that there are over 7,000 
bridges in urgent need of reconstruction. 

A new road tunnel is more spectacular than 
the rebuilding of an old bridge, but in the 
prosaic task of rebuilding is work crying out 
to be done, work which sooner or later will 
have to be undertaken. In the past two-and- 
a-half years public works like road-making 
and bridge-building have largely been stopped. 

A programme of bridge-building and repair- 
ing and road-making and_ repairing is 
urgently needed. It would help industry and 
it would stimulate employment. To-day, 
when money is cheap and men are idle and a 
new spirit of enterprise is abroad in the land 
is the time to undertake it.

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‘‘MODERNISMUS ” 


No one is better qualified than the 
author of this recently published book* 
to raise a definite issue between the 
Modernism which deliberately turns its back 
on the past and Traditionalism which recog- 
nises the past, and advances on technical 


‘lines which have hitherto been followed as a 


matter of course. The book is an attack upon 
some of the more extreme tendencies of 
modern art; it is a protest, and a carefully 
reasoned criticism. The author’s concern is 
more particularly with the ‘‘ New Architec- 
ture,’’ but as architecture, literature, paint- 
ing, sculpture and music are all undergoing 
violent upheavals it is illuminating to have 
these subjects discussed in relation to what- 
ever impulse is behind these upheavals. We 
realise that it is easy to throw everything 
overboard and reject the training that is ex- 
tensive and involves both intellectual and 
moral discipline. On these grounds alone 
many readers will feel that their distaste for 
Modernism is expressed in the foreign name 
‘* Modernismus,’’ conveying, as it does, an 
impression of the un-English origins and 
characteristics of this movement. 

The author in various places throughout 
the book makes it clear that he does not mean 
that experiment and adventure are to be 
headed off; he acknowledges that they are 
essential to progress. He admits that the 
New Architecture, in its effort at simplifica- 
tion and its anxiety to do everything with a 
purpose, is right in principle, but he voices 
the regret of many that the Modernist, in 
deliberately ignoring the past and in making 
no attempt at esthetic appeal, has simply 
broken art to pieces to justify its own narrow 
conception of the art of building. 

It is, perhaps, a matter of no real sig- 
nificance whether we regard this book as an 
attack or a defence. The real significance 
lies in the question whether the New Archi- 
tecture, or Functionalism, or whatever we 
care to call it, can justify its faith in its 
works, in its concentration upon one element 
only—a limited efficiency, to the exclusion of 
all those other elements that differentiate 
architecture from engineering. To those who 
have toiled for beauty, believing in some 
ultimate standards, the author submits an 
undoubted truth when he says: ‘‘ The fact is 
that this New Architecture means a complete 
change of outlook upon life, and the deliberate 
abandonment of all recognised standards of 
beauty.’? That seems to us to be the crux 
of the whole matter. We understand that it 
is difficult for the Modernist to realise what 
that loss means. It means, to many people, 
that there is no such thing as_ beauty. 
** Modernismus ”’ has no monopoly of practical 
efficiency; it merely claims the monopoly of 
the word Functionalism, and no amount of 
writing can ever prove that efficiency for pur- 
pose will produce beauty. The most that can 
be said is that some day we may get used to 
it, and come to dislike it less, knowing, as 
we write, that the efficient gas-holder is as 
unlovely to-day as it was fifty years ago. 

We are left with the impression that there 
had to be a change in architecture, of some 
sort, whether the change had any more sig- 
nificance in architecture than in any other of 
the arts. It is impossible to trace a funda- 
mental impulse—at least, an esthetic impulse 
—and we recognise that clearly when we see 
the author respecting and admiring St. 
James’s Park Station for its fine sense of 
composition, its straightforward simplicity, 
and its obvious efficiency, yet detesting the 
sculptured figures sprawling about on the 
facades. That is the measure of our un-under- 
standing, and we are indebted to the author 
for his fine attempt to create a mental stock- 
taking of the position. The book comes at 
an opportune moment and ought to be widely 
read.

THE GRANITE FACADE 
COMPETITION 


We illustrated in our last issue the win- 
ning design, by Mr. Stanley H. Smith, 
A.R.1.B.A., in the competition for a facade 
in Cornish granite to an electricity depart- 
ment’s showrooms—organised by the Archi- 
tectural Association, on behalf of the Cornish 
Quarry Masters’ Association. 

Mr. C. Lovett Gill, F.R.I.B.A. (President 
of the Architectural Association), in the 
course of some remarks on the competition, 
said the designs sent in this year showed an 
advance, he thought, over those of last 
year, in what he might call granite technique. 
One condition of the competition was that 
stones could be had up to a length of 10 ft. 
The Cornish Quarry. Masters’ Association 
recommended that there should be variety in 
the size of the stones used, but there was 
the alternative of. using granite in 2-in., 
25-in. and 3-in. slabs. Slabs were used in 
the case of the Ideal Radiator Company’s 
building. in Great Marlborough-street, and 
that would-be an alternative treatment. Un- 
fortunately, a very large proportion of the 
granite used, especially in the City of Lon- 
don, was of foreign origin. If only that 
association had been alive years ago, he 
thought a large proportion of that City work 
would have been in Cornish granite. 

Commenting on the winning design, the 
speaker said it had been done with white 
lines on a black background. We knew what 
was meant by black and white, but white 
and black was an innovation. The effect was 
quite good, but it was a question for the 
jury to consider whether such an _inter- 
pretation was the best means which could 
be adopted, or whether there should not be 
a standard finish for all designs. He did not 
think the jury were much impressed with 
the method adopted. It certainly made a 
very effective design, but it might have been 
even more effective if treated in the same 
way as the others. The facade was simply 
conceived, and embodied all the points men- 
tioned in the conditions. The ground floor 
had the necessary demarcation of ownership. 
The columns were satisfying in their capa- 
city, and, no doubt, had they been con- 
structed in solid granite, would have been 
capable of carrying the load above. Of 
course, in London one must either have a 
steel-frame building or not, and if one had, 
the authorities insisted on its being carried 
out as the author of this design had done. 
The electric sign was cleverly placed, and 
acted in a dual capacity, lighting up the name 
as well as forming a pleasant, lighted ceiling 
for the arcade. This would appeal to a 
municipality. Above, the rustication was 
carried in effect across the facade, which gave 
a oneness to the whole design; it laced it 
across. It had a very good granite texture, 
and was frankly modern in feeling, with just 
a touch of ornament in the centre, which 
could be the arms of the municipality. The 
use of the building had also been empha- 
sised by the neon lighting at the top. The 
facade was sufficiently simple to be construc- 
tionally associated with the material, which 
was the object of the competition. 

The speaker proceeded to illustrate arid 
criticise the six designs which received 
honourable mention, and concluded with some 
comments on the thirteen further designs 
selected for exhibition in Cornwall. 


Proposed Civic Centre, Manchester. 

A plan is proposed for the creation of a 
civic centre for Manchester in the neighbour- 
hood of St. Peter’s Square and Albert Square. 
It is stated that the proposal most favoured 
by a sub-committee of the Town-planning 
Committee of the Corporation contains a re- 
commendation that a new art gallery should 
be placed with its long axis actually across 
the present course of Mosley Street, with 
roads on both sides, and not along the Mosley- 
street frontage. This long block would front 
the War Memorial and part of the Midland

Preston County Offices. ; 

The large extensions to the County 
Offices at Preston will be formally opened 
by Sir James Travis Clegg, D.L., J.P., 
Chairman of the Lancashire County Council, 
on May 43. Ever-increasing staff and 
administrative offices have made these ex- 
tensions necessary, and when in full occupa- 
tion the new portion alone will accommodate 
some 400 officials. The new work is an ex- 
tension along Pitt-street, with a return wing 
down Marchand-street, and the plan forms a 
“U-shaped block having five stories and 
basement. The elevations are in local 
brickwork with stone dressings and archi- 
tectural features harmonising as far as is 
possible with the existing County Offices. The 
council chamber and four main committee- 
rooms are on the first floor, where also are 
the officials’ messroom and smoke and reading- 
rooms. lLavatories aud cloakrooms are pro- 
vided, and there is also a large crush hall 
adjoining the council chamber. The council 
chamber measures 64 ft. by 54 ft. and 26 ft. 
from floor to ceiling. Four semi-circular 
headed windows are placed along each side 
of the room, and have been carried out in 
bronze. Each window has a large circular 
light in which is placed the arms of the Lan- 
cashire County Council carried out in lead 
cames and stained glass. These windows are 
fitted with double frames to deaden outside 
noises. Cathedral glasses of harmonious tint- 
ing have been introduced to complete an 
effective scheme of fenestration, which is in 
keeping with the interior colour scheme, 
where green predominates. The walls are 
in French “ stuc,’’ with white masonry joint- 
ing, and the keystones and mural decorative 


features are in the same material. Eight 
massive fluted Corinthian columns in green 
Scagliola marble placed in antis surround the 


chamber, and these are surmounted by gilded 
capitals which support the heavily panelled 
ceiling. This ceiling is very ornate. The 
panels are of a delicate shade of green, and 
the Greek key and egg and dart mouldings 
are emphasised by a backing of dove grey. 
A touch of gold leaf has also been introduced. 
Lighting is from bronze electroliers hung 
from the centre of panels. 

The main committee-room, which seats over 
#0 members, will be devoted to the public 
assistance and education committees. Here 
again walnut has been used -to form beauti- 
fully figured panelling, and the seating is 
semi-circular in plan The crush hall adjoin- 
ing the council chamber and main committee- 
room is panelled in English walnut, and has 
a line of Doric fluted columns in light brown 
figured marble, the floor being marble tiled 
with inlaid coloured borderings. The entire 
building is heated by a low-pressure hot 
water system, with radiators fixed where 
necessary, and the heat is supplied by two 
boilers in the basement of the building. 

The works have been designed and carried 
out under the supervision of the County 
Architect, Mr. Stephen Wilkinson, A.F.C., 
F.R.LB.A.,- with Dr. Oscar Faber, D.Sc.. 
0.B.E., and Messrs. Gibbs and Partner as 
consulting engineers for steel work and light- 
ing and heating resnectively

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THE STOKE NEWINGTON 
COMPETITION

Following is a description of the successful 
design :— 

Municipal Buildings.—The general lay-out 
of the design shows the provision of a com- 
plete suite of offices, council chamber, com- 
mittee-rooms, etc., on the west portion of the 
site, with a circular elevation facing south- 
west and the Parish Church of St. Mary. The 
new building will be set back approximately 
30 ft. from the existing feotpath in Church- 
street and a carriageway will be formed round 
the building and immediately alongside the 
houndary wall of the old church, leading to 
Lordship-terrace, where a suitable car park 
will be provided. The main entrance is 
shown in the centre of the south-west eleva- 
tion and leads to the council chamber and 
committee-rooms. A staff and public entrance 
1s shown directly opposite Albion-road and a 
secondary entrance in  Lordship-terrace 
opposite Queen Elizabeth’s-walk. 

Provision has been made on the ground 
floor for the medical officer of health’s de- 
partment, fronting Church-street, the borough 
engineer's department, fronting Lordship- 
terrace and a portion of the old churchyard, 
whilst the borough treasurer’s department is 
in the centre of the building. e council 
chamber is on the first floor, with a mayor’s 
parlour and two retiring rooms for members 
of the council (one for ladies and one for 
gentlemen), in close proximity. Access is 
provided from the members’ rooms to an ante- 
room, which leads to the council chamber. 
There is also a room for the use of members 
of the council for private interviews. Three 
committee-rooms are provided, each of which 
commands a view of St. Mary’s Church; 
these rooms can be made into one large com- 
mittee room by the removal of sliding doors. 
The town clerk’s department, marriage room 
and registry office are also on this floor. 

On the second floor are the caretaker’s 
quarters and the public gallery to the council 
chamber. Both of these have a separate 
entrance in Lordship-terrace. The basement 
contains staff mess and recreation rooms, as 
well as a boiler-house, a kitchen, stores, etc. 

Public Library Extension.—An extension to 
the public library is provided in accordance 
with the requirements of the Public Libraries 
Committee. This extension includes a refer- 
ence library overlooking and with an entrance 
in Church-street, librarian’s office, local book 
collection room and a book store. At the 
extreme rear of this site will be a small hall. 
with the usual offices. to take the place of 
the existing small hall, which wilk be taken 
over by the electricity department. 

Public Assembly Hall.—_The entire scheme 
inclndes a public assembly hall between the 
municipal offices and the library extension, 
with the main entrance in Church-street. The 
assembly hall would have a seating capacity 
on the ground floor for 562 people, and in the 
galleries for 240 people. Underneath the 
assembly hall would be a refreshment room 
(to seat 102 people), with kitchen, servery and 
stores. This would be approached by steps 
from the foyer of the assembly hall. The hall 
would be accessible from the municipal build- 
ings on the occasion of municipal functions, 
and means of access between the small library 
hall and the assembly hall could be made if 
desired. In the opinion of the committee. 
however, the erection of the public assembly 
hall should be postponed for the present. 
; Surplus Site.—There remains a small 
tion of the site with a frontage on Lords ip- 
terrace, and this will ke reserved for the elec- 
tricity undertaking. 
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Sir James Carmichael. 

We regret to record the death of Sir Jame: 
Carmichael at his home at Kingston, Surre 
last week. Sir James, who was 76 
years of age, was governing director of 
Messrs. J. Carmichael (Contractors), Ltd., 
the firm which he founded in London many 
years ago. He was the son of Robert Car 
michael, a-shoemaker, of Meikleour, a villag- 
in Perthshire, to which in 1931 he presented 
an institute as a memorial to his father. He 
was apprenticed to the joinery trade, and 
served his time at Meigle, a small town ten 
miles away. As a journeyman he worke: 
for some time in Edinburgh. He came to 
London and undertook various building con- 
tracts with increasing success, and was re- 
sponsible for erecting many notable buildings 
in London and the provinces. He was a 
Past President of the Institute of Builders 
and of the London Master Builders’ Associa- 
tion. After the War he was a member of the 
Government Surplus Property Disposal Board, 
and for three years he was chairman of the 
Munitions Works Board. He was also a mem- 
ber of the Standing Council of the Ministry 
of Reconstruction, and chairman of the Build- 
ing Materials Supply Committee. In 1919 he 
was created a K.B.E., and he was a magi- 
strate for the County of London. Sir James 
was a staunch Congregationalist, and both he 
and Lady Carmichael were assiduous in aid- 
ing Surrey and Metropolitan churches. He 
was a benefactor to many hospitals, especially 
the Bolingbroke Hospital, the Royal Hospital 
and Home for Incurables at Putney, and the 
Queen’s Hospital for Children. Sir James, 
who was quite unspoiled by his success, was 
a man of generous nature and sterling charac- 
ter, and his passing will be regretted by a 
great number of friends in the building trade 
and the architectural profession. 


Sir Frederick Palmer. 

The death of Sir Frederick Palmer removes 
an outstanding figure in the world of en- 
gineering. Born in 1862, he served his 
pupilage with the Great Western Railway, 
and after a short period of service as assistant 
engineer he received an appointment in a 
similar capacity on the East Indian Railway. 
He remained in the service of that line for 
nearly 18 years, and during that time was 
responsible for the construction of the Upper 
Sone bridge, 10,000ft. in length and the 
longest in India’ He then, in 1901, became 
engineer to the Calcutta Port Commissioners, 
and after holding that position for eight years 
came back to England in 1909 as chief 
engineer to the newly constituted Port of 
London Authority. Four years later he 
returned to Indian work in a consultative 
capacity as a partner in the firm of Messrs. 
Rendel, Palmer and Tritton. It is of interest 
that it was Sir Alexander Rendel who, thirty 
years before, had recommended him for that 
first appointment in india. In 1918 he was 
appointed honorary adviser to the Air 
Ministry. From 1925 on, he acted as con- 
sultant for a number of important Imperial 
and foreign engineering works. Sir Frederick 
was invited by the London County Council in 
1929 to supervise the sciieme for a Charing 
Cross bridge, and in March, 1933, his firm 
were appointed by the Council as the en- 
gineers for the reconditioning and corbelling- 
out of Waterloo Bridge. He was 72. 


T. J. McDowell. 

We much regret to record the death, on 
April 14, of Mr. Thomas James McDowell, 
founder of the Empire Stone Company, and its 
chairman and managing director. Mr. 
McDowell was widely known and respected 
in the building trade and will be missed by 
a large circle of friends.

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MEMORANDUM ON CO-ORDINATION OF 
HOUSING ACTIVITY. 

Tue following memorandum has been sub- 
mitted to the Minister of Health in order to 
call his attention to the vital need for co- 
ordination of the housing and slum clearance 
projects of local authorities. _ 

The text of the memorandum is as follows : 

Under the Government’s present housing 
policy it is evidently contemplated that 
housing activity will be undertaken in the 
following ways :— : 

(1) Slum clearance, under the 1930 Housing 
Act. 

(2) The projected programme for dealing 
with overcrowding, including a certain 
amount of reconditioning, but mainly the 
building of working-class flats and houses 
with the aid of subsidies. (Detailed legisla- 
tion not yet introduced.) : : 

(3) A certain amount of private enterprise 
house-building under the system of municipal 
and Government guarantees provided by the 
1933 Housing Act. ; 

(4) A large, though uncertain, amount of 
private enterprise building of houses, usually 
for sale to owner-occupiers, but to some 
extent (it is hoped) for letting. This activity 
is wholly unsubsidised and unregulated. 

(1) and (2) above would be under the 
direct initiation and control of local autho- 
rities. It is presumed that the services of 
architects, surveyors, contractors and con- 
tractors’ workmen would usually be enlisted. 


(3) and (4) above may or may not involve 
such services, but it seems likely that in 
some areas the building of the houses would 
not be supervised by architects, would not 
involve the services of surveyors, would not 
be carried out by the contracting type of 
builder, although probably by similar work- 
men as on building contracts. 

In respect of (1) and (2) fairly exact 
figures of requirements could become avail- 
able and a definite programme would be 
possible. In respect of (3) and (4) it would 
be difficult to make forecasts. 

Previous experiences, especially in respect 
of the Addison Scheme, have shown that the 
whole success of a housing programme can be 
jeopardised by a failure to provide means 
beforehand for regulating the tempo of local 
activity in accordance with a number of local 
factors particularly the local resources of 
labour and materials. The disorganisation 
which can be produced by a serious disturb- 
ance of the balance between some of these 
factors is sufficiently obvious, but the simple 
neglect of precautions against such a disturb- 
ance has, in the past, proved fatal to housing 
progress. 

The following are some of the respects in 
which the smooth carrying out of a pro- 
gramme can frequently be jeopardised :— 

(a) Municipal architects and surveyors, 
being called upon to initiate and develop 
schemes in addition to their ordinary work, 
may easily find the congestion of work to 
be such that, notwithstanding an abundance 
of labour and materials locally, the schemes 
may be seriously delayed. In such cases the 
appropriate remedy would be the appointment 
of panels of private architects and surveyors 
to assist in the all-important task of planning, 
so that work may commence without this 
avoidable delay. Such co-operation should 
extend to the supervision of the work. 


(6) In consequence of the sporadic release 
of housing work at times when other building 
work is plentiful, or in consequence of the 
reverse process—sudden curtailment of hous- 
ing work at times when other building work 
is scarce—it becomes impossible for manu- 
facturers of building materials to calculate the 
probable demand over any given period and 
to adjust their production to cope with it. 
In the absence of an assured demand, they 
cannot risk the accumulation of stock, and 
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it would naturally happen that supplies of 
some materials in some districts would at 
times become inadequate. Enormous fluctua- 
tions in demand, with no warning of their 
onset, are bound to cause higher average costs 
of production and supply, and so to lead to 
somewhat higher prices. Having regard to 
the number and variety of building material 
products and the many avenues by which they 
may be distributed, there is the further 
danger that, once prices are disturbed by 
serious local shortages, exploitation may take 
place by speculators whose participation in 
the supply of materials is adventitious, and 
who, unlike responsible manufacturers and 
merchants, have no real concern for the long- 
term interests of the building industry. 


(c) For similar reasons the sporadic release 
or curtailment of housing schemes, with no 
regard to the local supplies of labour of vari- 
ous types, or the other work which may be 
absorbing labour of those types at any given 
time, can lead to grave disorganisation. 
There may be shortage of some craftsmen co- 
existent with unemployment in other crafts. 
There may be periods when all types of labour 
are more than fully occupied followed by 
periods when all are suffering from severe un- 
employment. Again, such conditions are 
likely to cause disaffection and jeopardise the 
efforts of responsible employers and opera- 
tives, through the National Joint Council for 
the Building Industry, to preserve order in 
the matter of wage-rates and working con- 
ditions, and would be likely to lead to a period 
of ‘‘jungle law,”’ with chaotic labour conditions 
and frequent local labour disputes. What- 
ever the apparent results, as between local 
employers and employed, the real result’ must 
be higher costs of building and waste of 
valuable time. The ultimate effects of such 
conditions would be disastrous, not only to 
the building industry, but also to the pro- 
spects of house-building at feasible cost. 


It would seem to be an elementary principle 
of organisation that, where labour and 
materials are plentiful, plans should not be 
held up by failure of the local authorities to 
enlist the assistance of architects ; that, where 
plans are ready and the supply of labour is 
satisfactory, work should not be held up by 
previous failure to enable manufacturers to 
gauge requirements; that, where plans are 
ready and materials plentiful, progress of the 
work should not be prejudiced by failure to 
take into account the available supply of dif- 
ferent types of labour in the locality, 

While the building industry is not unmind- 
ful of practical difficulties confronting the 
Government on other grounds — political, 
financial and otherwise—it is bound to point 
out that the principles enunciated in the fore- 
going are fundamental. In other words, how- 
ever favourable the political and financial 
conditions may be made, the neglect of these 
principles must wreck the whole policy, Con- 
versely, whether or not the building industry 
is consulted upon other aspects of the 
problem, no sound progress towards a solu- 
tion of the problem can be made unless the 
pitfalls described in the foregoing are 
avoided, and they cannot be avoided except 
by organised co-operation between the 
Government, local authorities and the build- 
ing industry. 

Co-operative efforts of this kind could 
hardly, on the present occasion, take the 
form of a simple pre-arrangement of pro- 
gramme, for the reason that only activities of 
types (1) and (2) (slum clearance and over- 
crowding relief) are capable of being defined 
for the purpose of estimating requirements. 
Alongside those activities there would now 
be activity of type (3), the extent of which 
in any locality is uncertain (except in so far 
as the local authority might decide to put a 
limit to its guarantees), and also activity of 
type (4), the extent of which can certainly 
not be forecast. 
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In view of the changing character of the 
several factors involved and the necessity 
for constant adjustment of balance between 
them, the co-operative efforts would evidently 
have to take the form of supervisory powers 
in respect of these particular aspects of the 
house buildin; satin, to the end that the 
utmost sone J may be achieved by the avail- 
able resources in architectural and surveying 
assistance, in labour of various kinds and in 
supplies of essential materials in each locality. 


The method here proposed is to offer the 
Government the services of the organisation 
of the Building Industries National Council 
in an endeavour to plan an even flow of work. 
The assistance which can be offered lies ‘in 
the knowledge of the available resources of 
labour and materials, of the extent to which 
productive capacity can be rapidly increased 
if necessary, and of the organisation and 
planning of large-scale building works. The 
fact cannot be overstressed that piecemeal 
action in face of this national problem is 
futile. It is only by organised effort that the 
experience of the entire building industry can 
be brought to bear. 


In order to achieve this object the Govern- 
ment would be asked to furnish the industry 
with the fullest possible information as to the 
number, type, location and extent of housing 
and slum clearance schemes under considera- 
tion on which to base its appraisal of the 
situation; and by accepting the offer of the 
industry’s co-operation. 


The industry would then assist in an appor- 
tionment of building activity to various. 
centres and districts according to urgency 
and the facilities available, and would be able 
to give valuable advice as to the technical 
excellence and suitability of schemes and to 
develop criteria for general application. 


Apart from the benefit to the country, the 
industry would be able to rely on a certain 
stable minimum of activity, and the im- 
portant point of an established confidence and 
co-operation between the Government and the 
industry would be made. This should lead to 
an extension of slum clearance and housing: 
activity through greater efficiency and 
increased public opinion since it would show 
that the Government, by accepting the co- 
operation of those with practical experience, 
was inearnest. Such confidence and co-opera- 
tion would also provide an opening for a wide 
use of the talents and experience of architects. 
and surveyors inthe projects under considera- 
tion. 


It is pointed out that conditions likely to. 
lead to disorganisation and increased costs. 
must be avoided like the plague, because 
inevitably they would be fatal to any housing 
programme. Yet, in the past, this elementary 
principle has been completely ignored, except. 
under the 1924 Housing Act as originally con- 
ceived. Even in connection with the 1924 Act 
the efforts of the industry to provide for an 
ordered programme of work were later 
sabotaged. The employers and operatives: 
kept their word in the matter of recruiting 
personnel; the materials manufacturers kept 
their word in the matter of increased produc- 
tion-capacity and steadying prices. Their 
efforts were rendered nugatory by constant. 
modifications of policy and practice on the 
part of successive Governments. 


It now appears that, notwithstanding pre- 
vious experience and the character of the 
dangers described above, the Government once: 
more contemplates leaving all these matters: 
to chance—which means, in effect, condemning: 
in advance their housing programme to ulti- 
mate failure. 


Having regard to the facts enumerated in 
this Memorandum, it is confidently felt that 
the offer of the Building Industries Nationai 
Council will be appreciated by the Minister. 
and should consultation be felt desirable, the 
services of the Council are at his disposal.

NOTES ON THE NEW REINFORCED CONCRETE 
CODE OF PRACTICE—IX 


By C. R. GLOVER, B.Sc. 
APPENDIX 1.—GENERAL BUILDING 
CLAUSES. 


Tue general building clauses attached to 
the reinforced concrete code of practice 
follow very closely in many details those to 
be found in the code of practice for the use 
of structural steel and other materials in 
buildings approved by the London County 
Council on February 16, 1932, and also the 
B.S.8. No. 449, for the use of structural steel 
in buildings. Both these steelwork codes are 
based upon the work of the Steel Structures 
Research Committee of the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research, as pub- 
lished in their first report. 

It is, of course, only reasonable that the 

codes of practice for reinforced concrete and 
steelwork in building should demand the 
same factors of safety and the same degree 
of durability, and consequently they should 
contain similar clauses governing general 
building construction. Since the reinforced 
concrete code is the more recent, one or two 
improvements have been made. For example, 
the minimum crushing strength for all hollow 
blocks for panel walls is given as 450 lb. per 
sq. in., whereas B.S.8. 449 requires that 
hollow concrete blocks shall stand up to 
700 lb. per sq. in., but permits hollow blocks 
of brick-earth or clay which will only stand 
up to 450Ib. per sq. in. This change appears 
to be a reasonable one, although the stress is 
a low strength for concrete. 
_ Clause 14, dealing with panel walls, is of 
interest to those who look upon a reinforced- 
conerete-framed structure with brick or con- 
crete walls filling the panels between the 
beams and columns as a suitable form of con- 
struction for inexpensive buildings. It is un- 
doubtedly one of the cheapest forms of con- 
struction, if not the cheapest, but it should be 
noted that full advantage cannot be made of 
most of the types of panel walling unless the 
beams and columns are allowed to appear in 
the elevation, owing to the minimum overhang 
of panel walls, as specified in clause 14 (g). 
Where the whole building is to be faced in 
brickwork, the wall should not be less than 
14in. thick, for it is then possible to have 
4; in. of brickwork on the face of the beams 
and comply with the requirement that the 
overhang shall not exceed one-third of the 
total thickness of the wall. For an 11in. 
cavity wall consisting of two thicknesses of 
43in. of brickwork with a 2in. cavity be- 
tween them, the maximum overhang is i} in., 
unless the first foot in the height of the panel 
is built solid, when it may be increased to 
one-third of the total thickness, namely 33 in. 
This does not fit in with brickwork dimen- 
sions and would involve a great deal of labour 
in cutting bricks in order to obtain a com- 
plete brick facing. 


In clause 15 are the minimum floor loads 
for which various types of buildings may be 
designed. Those given for use in the design 
of beams and columns, etc., are the same as 
will be found in B.S.S. 449 for structural 
steelwork. It will be noticed that the figures 
given for slabs are slightly higher than those 
for beams, étc., in the case of rooms used 
for domestic purposes, etc., upper floors of 
office buildings, and schools, etc. In addition 
to this, clause 15 (c) gives alternative mini- 
mum superimposed loads for all types of 
building. These are to be treated as uni- 
formly distributed loads regardless of the 
span, except in the case of garages for motor 
vehicles exceeding two tons dead weight, 
when one and a half times the maximum 
wheel load, but not less than one ton, is to 
be considered distributed over an area 
2 ft. 6in. square. 

The requirement in clause 17 that ‘In 
every building scheduled for an applied load- 
ing exceeding 100 lb, per sq. ft. a notice shall 
be permanently exhibited in a conspicuous 
position on every floor stating the total super- 
imposed load per sq. ft. of floor area for 
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which the floor has been designed (inclusive 
of partitions, if any),’’ is certainly in the best 
interests of all concerned, and is a matter 
which has been too frequently overlooked in 
the past. A requirement substantially as that 
given above appears in B.S.S. 449 for struc- 
tural steelwork. 

It must be clearly understood that the per- 
missible ure under foundations given in 
clause 8 are only provided as a_ general 
guide, and every case must be decided on its 
merits. The figures given represent the maxi- 
mum which ate be permitted. Further, 
all soils (except rock) compress more or less 
when loaded, and consequently some settle- 
ment will follow. With a building well clear 
of other buildings, considerable uniform 
settlement is harmless; but with a building 
connected to or adjacent to another one it 
is usually necessary to see that the settlement 
is very small by working to a low-bearing 
pressure on the ground, 


PLASTICS 


A Lecture entitled ‘‘ Plastics—the Fourth 
Material of Construction ’’ was given by Mr. 
W. Owen Griffiths, A.M.I.Mech.E., chair- 
man of the London and District Section of 
the Institute of Plastic Industry, at the 
Building Centre recently. Mr. G. Grey 
Wornum, in the chair, said that with regard 
to design in the new plastic material there was 
exceptionally little precedent, and_ that 
whereas in the early days it had followed 
very largely the type of design used for metal 
goods, there was now a considerable change, 
and the exhibits in the room showed some- 
thing of the possibilities of the material and 
indicated the great future that there must 
be before it. 

The lecturer said that three years ago the 
‘* man-in-the-street,’’ and also quite a number 
of those in high places, if shown a moulded 
plastic article, would immediately air their 
knowledge by saying, ‘‘ Oh, yes, that’s the 
material which is made from milk!’’ One of 
the group materials was made from milk, but 
there was nothing very romantic about the 
formation of the others, which formed the 
greater proportion of to-day’s output. It 
should be realised that the birth of this new 
industry along strictly commercial manufac- 
turing lines was at the most only ten years 
ago. The first work was with cold bitumastic 
materials, which were to-day known as 
‘* Muckite,”’ but the name did not detract 
from the excellence of the material for many 
electrical purposes. Mainly the binders were 
bitumen, but cement and resin were also 
employed. The bitumen binders consisted of 
asphalt on gilsonite, drying oils, colouring 
matter, etc. Cement binders were employed 


to give increased physical strength, maximum - 


leat resistance and high arc resistance. As 
their type denoted, they were worked cold— 
that was, they were pressed together in a 
mould fitted to a standard form of power 
press, which gave impact without sustained 
pressure, and after leaving the press the 
mouldings were stoved out in ovens at from 
100 deg. to 400 deg. F., dependent on the size 
and cross-section of the article. The lecturer 
then described the various new plastic mate- 
rials, mentioning ‘‘ Bakelite,” ‘‘ Beatl,”’ 
Cellulose Acetate, ‘‘ Bexoid,’’ and ‘‘ Lactoid,”’ 
and giving particulars of their special uses. 
Plastics were not a substitute for any of 
the materials which had been in constant use 
throughout the ages—they were ‘“‘ replace- 
ments.’’ They were solely the product of the 
laboratory, and, in consequence, they could 
be altered, amended and graded to conform 
with the particular conditions under which 
they were to be used. Among the items 
mentioned by the lecturer as being suitable 
for manufacture in the new material were 
door furniture, bathroom fittings, tiles, lava- 
tory seats, picture railings, wall panelling, 
and doors. 
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STAINED GLASS 


An interesting lantern lecture on ‘‘ Ancient 
Coloured, Painted and Stained Glass’? was 
given by Mr. H. Mordaunt Rogers (Past Pre- 
sident) at a meeting of the Auctioneers’ and 
Estate Agents’ Institute on April 5. He said 
that the title of stained glass applied generally 
to painted, coloured and grisaille glass was a 
misnomer. The only stain ever used (and this 
was quite sparingly used) was yellow stain, 
obtained from a solution of silver, and dis- 
covered about 1305. It was what might be 
called a ‘‘touching-up’’ or decorative 
medium. The glass used in the old windows 
was pot metal; that was to say, it was 
coloured in the pot. With regard to red, it 
was found in very early days that its density 
obscured the light, so that in place of it white 
glass coated with red was used. This was 
known as “ flashed” glass. The twelfth cen- 
tury work ‘‘ Schedule diversarum artium,”’ by 
Theophilus, a monk, gave a wonderful descrip- 
tion of glass making. There was very little 
variation in the method to-day. 

As to the colours themselves, these had 
great significance in mediwval art, and were 
rigidly applied in a symbolical or mystic sense 
with regard to the early glass. a 

Red (designated ruby) represented divine 
love, the Holy Spirit, heat, fire, and the 
creative power. 

Blue (designated sapphire) signified heaven. 
the sky, truth and faithfulness. 

Yellow (designated gold) represented the 
Goodness of God—hence the sun, marriage, 
and fertility. HES: ; 

Green (designated emerald) signified spring, 
hope or victory. } 

Violet (designated amethyst) symbolised 
love and truth, passion and suffering. 

Grey signfied mourning, injured innocence. 
humility. 

Black was emblematical of darkness, mourn- 
ing, wickedness, and death. : 

White signified light, innocence, purity and 

oy. 

The designs on the windows ranged them- 
selves in a general way as—Jesse windows, 
figure windows, medallion windows, rose and 
ms windows, grisaille windows. Asa matter 
of fact, many of these might come under 
one heading, viz. : Subject windows ; but Jesse 
windows demanded special mention, as they 
were popular through the centuries as show- 
ing the genealogical descent of Christ, from 
Jesse, father of David. ; 

Grisaille windows needed a little explanation. 
In 1134 an edict was issued to the Cistercian 
Order that they were to use no coloured glass 
in the windows of their abbeys. They there- 
fore had to be content with uncoloured glass. 
The white glass of those days was never white, 
it had a greenish or horny look. Hence entire 
windows glazed with it presented a dull grey 
look and were called ‘‘ grisaille.’’ Later on 
marvellous beauties developed from that simple 
matter of grisaille, and there were many sub- 
divisions and subjects and stories which came 
within the curtilage of the other four main 
headings, 

Interest was greatly enhanced if one could 
decipher the stories told in some of those 
ancient windows. Obviously books in mann- 
script with illuminated illustrations could not 
reach the poor class of person. In southern 
climes mosaics and frescoes on church walls 
could depict the Bible stories so that those who 
could not read, or whom manuscript books 
could not reach, learnt their scripture from 
those pictorial efforts. The damp climate had 
never been an encouragement to fresco work 
in northern countries. The stories taken from 
the Old and New Testament were from The 
Vulgate, a translation in Latin by the foremost 
of the four Latin Fathers, St. Jerome. 

The lecturer then gave an account of glass 
development from the eleventh to the fifteenth 
century.

LIVERPOOL ARCHITECTURAL SOCIETY. 

a Annual Dinner. 

_The annual dinner of this Society, at which 
Sir Giles Gilbert Scott, P-R.L.B.A-’ was prin- 
cipal guest, was held at the Adelphi Hotel 
Liverpool, recently. : 

Mr. Leonard Barnish, the President of the 
Society, in his address, made a strong plea 
for the co-ordination of all architectural ser- 
vices in the region, under a Director of Archi- 
tecture, who would, amongst other things, 

- organise machinery for dealing adequately 
with suburban growth and with the appear- 
ance of the city generally. In his opinion 
there was at the present time a very re- 
grettable absence of co-ordination and a lack 
of direction, with the result that the city and 
its surroundings were not receiving the best 
architectural service available. 

_ Sir Giles Scott said that although fine hous- 
ing schemes were being put up by the local 
authorities, England was fast falling under 


of Exeter, 


the speculative builders’ blight. He had 
never seen a fine housing scheme set up by a 
speculative builder. He did not see what the 
solution would be. Whilst architects had 
tried to run advisory ig working on an 
absolute minimum scale of fees, they were 
very little used—in some cases not at all. The 
great housing spurt, in spite of all indications 
to the contrary, seemed to be getting worse 
and worse, and definite control of some form 
or other was inevitable. 

An interesting feature of the dinner was a 
presentation to Sir Arnold Thornely of a 
bronze model of the figure of Britannia, which 
surmounts the main portico of the Parliament 
Building, in recognition of his work on the 
Parliament Buildings of Northern Ireland. 


WEST YORKSHIRE SOCIETY OF 
ARCHITECTS. 
Merchant Taylors School. 

Mr. Victor Bain presided at a meeting of 
this Society, held at the Leeds College of 
Art, on April 12, when a paper on “ The 
Merchant Taylors School ’’ was given by Mr. 
William G. Newton, a member of the firm 
which designed the new school at* Sandy 
Lodge. The Merchant Taylors, said the lec- 
turer, was one of the oldest of the City 
schools, having been founded in 1565. It was 
moved in 1875 from its original site in the 
City to Charterhouse-square, and eventually 
to its present location. By means of views 
showing various sketch lay-outs, the evolution 
of the ultimate scheme was made clear, and 
reasons given for the abandonment or reten- 
tion of alternative methods of planning. The 
subsoil of the site was clay, and the buildings 
rested upon brick aa foundations averaging 
6 to 8 ft. in depth. There was ft. run 
of classrooms, each having a southern aspect, 
care being taken to provide ample light 
behind the sitting scholars, with a much 
smaller light in the — wall behind the 
masters; this being obtained by means of 
clerestory windows above the roofs of the 
corridors: Many views were shown of the 
school, which is built of multi-coloured brick- 
work with stone features sparingly introduced 
in a restrained and dignified manner, the 
whole group of buildings being dominated by 
the Great Hall. 

Mr. G. H. Foggitt proposed a vote of 
thanks to the lecturer, which was seconded 
by Mr. Butler Wilson, who said he was glad 
to see that Mr. Newton had discarded all 
institutional feeling from his design, and pre- 
served an air of domesticity, which seemed 
to him preferable. 


CAMBRIDGE CHAPTER OF ARCHITECTS. 
Annual Meeting and Election of Officers. 

At the annual general meeting of the Cam- 
bridge Chapter of the Essex, Cambridge and 
Hertfordshire Society of Architects, held at 
Cambridgeshire House, the report of the 
Executive Committee on the work of the 
Chapter during the past year was presented 
and showed an increase in membership of 
seven, bringing the total up to 56.

SOUTH-EASTERN SOCIETY OF 

ARCHITECTS: GUILDFORD CHAPTER. 

At a monthly meeting of this Chapter, held 
at Guildford, there was a _ representative 
gathering of members, students, and their 
friends under the chairmanship of Mr. T. R. 
Clemence, F.R.I.B.A. Students’ designs 
were criticised, and a selection of prize draw- 
ings by students of the Society were displayed. 
Mr. P. A. Smith delivered a very instructive 
lecture on the theory and practice of heating 
science. General discussion followed, and the 
lecturer was accorded a hearty vote of thanks. 
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THE ROAD TRAFFIC BILL 


Tue Road Traffic Bill, which, the Minister 
of Transport announced on the eve of its intro- 
duction, would be a measure intended to iessen 
casualties on the roads, contains twenty-five 
clauses and three schedules. It is divided 
into five Parts, and the most important 
features of Part I are :— 

Firstly, the introduction of a speed limit 


of thirty miles in ‘ built-up areas.” A | 


built-up area is a length of road where street 
lighting is maintained at the expense of the 
rates, but power is given to exempt certain 
lengths of road so lighted, or to include others 
not so lighted, and it is the duty of the local 
authority to give direction to this effect by 
means of an order elsewhere than in the 
London Traffic area after consultation with 
the chief of police and with the consent of 
the Minister; but in the London area an 
order has to be made by the Minister after 
consultation with the Home Counties Traffic 
Advisory Committee. Such orders may be 
revoked by subsequent orders. 

Secondly, the introduction of a test of com- 
petence for drivers of motor vehicles as a 
condition precedent to granting a licence 
under Part I of the principal Act. The appli- 
cant for a licence must either show (a) that 
he at sometime passed the prescribed test of 
competence, or (b) that at some time before 
April 1, 1934, he held such a licence, or a 
driver’s licence under the Motor Car Act, 
1903, authorising him to drive vehicles of the 
class or description authorised by the licence 
applied for. The nature of the tests and the 
persons by whom they are to be conducted 
will be laid down in regulations made by 
the Minister. 

Thirdly, the endorsements on licences of a 
conviction for exceeding speed limits or of 
driving without due care and attention or 
without reasonable consideration of other 
persons. As regards the endorsements on 
licences of convictions for the above offences, 
a new clause is substituted for sub-section (2) 
of section 12 of the principal Act. That sub- 
section did not disqualify an offender from 
holding or obtaining a licence after a first or 
second offence, but under the new clause it 
may for this offence so disqualify him in the 
case of a first conviction for one month, and 
on a second conviction for three months. 

Fourthly, a new schedule of speed limits is 
introduced by clause 2 and contained in the 
first schedule to the Bill, which 1s to be sub- 
stituted for the first schedule in the principal 
Act, with a provision contained in clause 2, 
sub-clause (2), that the power given to the 
Minister by section 10, sub-section (4), of 
the principal Act, to vary speed limits, shall 
not apply in built-up areas. With regard to 
the speed limits in the schedule, we may note 
that in paragraph 2 of the Schedule under 
the heading ‘‘ Goods Vehicles,” that is, 
vehicles constructed or adapted for use for 
the conveyance of goods of any description, 
in the case of ‘‘ heavy motor cars’’ when not 
drawing a trailer, if all the wheels are fitted 
with soft or elastic tyres, the speed limit is 
raised from 16 to 20 miles, the same speed as 
if fitted with pneumatic tyres; and when 
drawing a trailer, if both vehicles are fitted 
with pneumatic tyres, from 16 to 20 miles; 
and when both vehicles are fitted with soft 
or elastic tyres from 8 to 12 miles. 

Part II of the Bill deals with third-party 
risks in clauses 7-12, and we cannot but regret 
that the drafting of these clauses is so very 
obscure, for the recovery of compensation for 
injury is of chief importance to persons of 
small means who cannot possibly follow 
draftmanship of a character that has often 
puzzled the judges, and legal advice on 
obscure statutes may only add to their costs. 

One of the difficulties in regard to third- 
party insurance has been that under sec- 
tion 36, sub-section (5) of the principal Act, 
it has been held that the insurer is entitled 
to issue policies containing conditions, and the 
third party’s claim has proved valueless if at 
the time of the accident the insured was 
not observing those conditions, 
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The intention of clause 7 does not appear 
to be to deal with this hardship, but clause 9 
deals with one instance. Clause 7 provides 
that: ‘‘ Where a certificate of insurance has 
been delivered under section 36, sub-section 
(5) of the principal Act to the person by 
whom a policy has been effected, then if 
judgment in respect of any such liability as 
ls required to be covered by a policy under 
paragraph (b) of section 36 of the principal 
Act (being a liability arising at sake a time 
and under such circumstances as to be covered 
by the terms of the policy) is obtained 
against any person insured by the policy, 
notwithstanding that the insurer may be 
entitled to avoid or cancel the policy, he 
shall pay to the persons entitled to the benefit 
of the judgment any sum payable thereunder 
in respect of the liability, together with costs, 
and interest.’ 

In Part IV, ‘‘ Public Service Vehicles ”’ are 
divided into two classes : Stage carriages and 
contract carriages, instead of into three 
classes, as in section 61 of the principal Act. 
Clause 206 deals with drivers’ licences for 
heavy goods vehicles, which for the purposes 
of this clause mean a heavy locomotive, a 
light locomotive, a motor tractor and a heavy 
motor car, which are constructed or adapted 
for hauling or carrying goods or burden of 
any description. The “icudine authority is 
the chairman of the traffic commissioners of 
any traffic area, including any person 
appointed by the Minister to act as deputy 
chairman, or, as regards the Metropolitan 
traffic area, chairman of the traffic com- 
missioners. In the Financial Memorandum 
attached to the Bill it is stated that the fees 
will be nominal.

REFRIGERATION EXHIBITION 


Sixty years ago, mechanical refrigeration 
was just coming into existence, and yet to-day 
it is an essential part of everyday life. There 
are about 500 industries in which its use is 
either essential or in which it improves the 
quality of the product. With the object of 
illustrating the part played by refrigeration 
and of showing the public the principles on 
which the several types of machines operate, 
a special exhibition is being held in London 
at the Science Museum, South Kensington, 
the National Museum of Science and 
Industry, from April 21 until the end 
of August. It will consist mainly of models, 
working exhibits and demonstrations. The 
exhibition, which will be opened by Sir 
Alfred Ewing, K.C.B., F.R.S., is the outcome 
of a suggestion of the late Sir William Hardy, 
F.R.S., who, but for his untimely death, 
would have presided this year at the meeting 
of the British Association. The exhibits have 
been supplied by the manufacturers and users 
of refrigerating machinery, and the Museum 
has had the co-operation of the British Asso- 
ciation of Refrigeration, the National 
Physical Laboratory, and the Low Tempera- 
ture Research Station. A small handbook 
has been prepared. and will be on sale, price 
6d. (by post 7d.) ; copies may also be obtained 
from H.M. Stationery Office. In addition, 
a bibliography on refrigeration has been pre- 
pared in the Science Museum Library and 
will also be on sale.

Removing Fur from Water Pipes. 
[Answer To “‘ Fur,” Aprit 13. ] 
Sir,—First make up a solution of 10 per 
cent. hydrochloric acid in water. This should 
be passed through the pipes. The acid will 
eat into and soften the fur, causing it to come 
away; it will also turn the solution white 
and weaken the acid content. The acid is 
corrosive to metals, but as the water pipes 
are covered with fur the metal of the pipes 
will not be attacked. When the fur is nearly 
all removed, which will be indicated by the 
solution coming out less white, no more of 
the solution should be passed through. The 
pipes should be well flushed out with clear 
water, which will remove any loose fur and 
any trace of the acid. It is important that 
the acid be completely removed, or there will 
be corrosion difficulties. W. E. W. 


Cleaning Artificial Stone. 
[Answers To “ Crry,’’ Aprit 13.] 
Sm,—One way of cleaning stonework is by 
steam blast. This usually means the employ- 
ment of special plant, and only becomes 
worth while when the area to be cleaned is 
large. If a steam supply is available, a steam 
hose and nozzle oll be obtained from any 


steam fitting merchant. Steam pressure be- 
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tween 5 and 10 Ib. per square inch would 
be sufficient. An alternative is scrubbing 
with hot water and a strong acid soap. This 
will remove dirt, but not stains; stains can 
be removed by a wet cloth and soda ash 
(taking care to protect the hands from the 
latter), afterwards washing the work with 
hot water. W. E. W.

Messrs. Szerelmey, Ltd., write :—‘‘ Soap 
and water would not serve to remove the dis- 
coloration which is occasioned by grime and 
soot. The only method of accomplishing this 
is steam cleaning. If such be employed, the 
use of chemicals should be avoided.’’ A book- 
let issued by the firm has been sent to our 
correspondent. 


Flat: Legal Definition. 
[AnsweR TO ‘‘ Mip,” Apri 13.) 

Srr,—For legal purposes, flats are separate 
houses. They are assessed for rating pur- 
poses (or can be) as separate hereditaments, 
and occupiers of flats are primarily liable for 
rates; though, as a matter of convenience, 
they are frequently paid by the landlord. A 
flat has been defined as ‘‘ A self-contained 
residence consisting of a suite of rooms which 
form a portion, usually a floor, of a larger 
building called a tenement house, the 
remainder being similarly divided.’”’ Another 
definition is ‘‘ A residential flat is a part of 
a large building or house separated from the 
other parts of the building or house by an 
outer door so as to form in the eye of the 
law a distinct and separate complete tene- 
ment capable of being, and being separately, 
exclusively and rateably occupied, used and 
enjoyed as a distinct separate dwelling 
house.”’ Lex. 


Soundproofing a Bathroom.

Messrs. Chance Bros. and Co., Ltd., write 
as follows :—‘‘ The easiest and most satisfac- 
tory practical method of providing sound 
insulation between the sounds which pene- 
trate from the bathroom to the rooms. below 
is to introduce a layer of sound-deadening 
material between the floor boards and the 
joists, care being taken that the layer extends 
sufficiently far to insulate the floor as a 
whole, and thus prevent the structure from 
carrying the sound through to the other 
portions of the house.’

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SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


N.U.T. DEMAND FOR’ HIGHER 
STANDARDS, 


A pues for “‘ better and brighter ”’ schools 
was made at the annual conference of the 
National Union of Teachers, which was held 
at Brighton last week. Mr. J. W. H. Brown 
(Vice-President of the Union), moved, on be- 
half of the Executive, a resolution “ calling 
public attention to the very unsatisfactory 
conditions under which education has still to 
be attempted in many schools, and demand- 
ing the immediate application by the Board 
of Education of the standards recommended 
in successive reports of its Consultative Com- 
mittee.’’ During the past ten years the Con- 
sultative Committee of the Board of Educa- 
tion had, the speaker said, been examining 
the organisation of education, the content of 
the curriculum, and the environment neces- 
sary for its efficient function. One of the 
recommendations said :—‘‘ It is idle to give 
lessons in hygiene and good manners if the 
surroundings in which children pass 27 hours 
each week are unhygienic and mean. It 
should be hardly necessary to insist, not only 
that classrooms must be sunny and airy, but 
that every school should contain proper 
accommodation, lavatories with an abundant 
supply of hot water, cloakrooms with, facili- 
ties for drying clothes and boots, provision of 
drinking water, and provision for school meals 
where necessary. The more closely the design 
of the primary school approaches the open-air 
school the better.” 


These conditions, the speaker continued, 
were absent from the majority of schools, 
and in very few were they all present. 
Children were hindered in learning and 
teachers in teaching by the absence of those 
conditions. They should be fully and uni- 
versally provided. Recent research had de- 
monstrated that in all but the most modern 
schools the child was handicapped by un- 
satisfactory conditions of ventilation, lighting 
and heating. Thomas Hardy, as a young 
architect in London, helped the School Board 
to erect those imposing but outrageous three- 
decker schools, which still remained and bade 
fair to be as immortal as his literary reputa- 
tion. They should be progressively replaced 
by open-air schools. Wherever a slum was 
cleared or a new housing estate developed, 
adequate space should be reserved for the 
necessary new school of the open-air type, 
with ample precincts and a sufficient playing- 
field. Examples of what could be done were 
provided by the Essex authority at Dagenham 
and by the authority at Erith in Kent. 
Stimulated and helped by the special fifty per 
vent. grant for building and development, 
education authorities had made a good begin- 
ning when, in 1931, came the financial crisis. 
As far as educational progress was concerned, 
the results had been disastrous. Now they 
were demanding an immediate restoration of 
the grant. The need had been recognised by 
the Government in 1929. ‘To-day it was even 
more urgent. 





The History of Art. 


It is proposed to hold a summer course in 
the History of Art at the Courtauld Institute 
of Art, University of London, from July 26 to 
August 31, the subject being ‘‘ Art in England 
during the Christian Era.” The director of 
the course is Professor W. G. Constable, 
M.A., F.S.A. (Director of the Courtauld Insti- 
tute).

(from the Middle Ages to modern times) ; 
Sculpture (from the Middle Ages to modern 
times); Painting (including medieval paint- 
ing and manuscripts); Textiles (tapestry and 
embroideries); Ceramics and Glass; Furni- 
ture; Metalwork (including goldsmiths’ and 
silversmiths’ work).

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THE BUILDING TRADE 


MATERIALS AND CONSTRUCTION IN THE LIGHT OF 
MODERN RESEARCH—XV 


By B. PRICE DAVIES, F.S.I., L.R.I.B.A., M.T.P.I. 


IRON AND STEEL. 

THERE are quite a number of Britisi: 
standard specifications which deal with these 
metals and in various forms. 

B.S.S. (No. 51—1929) for wrought iron deals 
with four grades, These are best Yorkshire 
and grades A, B and C. The wrought iron 
must be manufactured from ‘‘ puddled ”’ 
wrought iron, and no steel is allowed in its 
composition, It must be free from defects, 
such as flaws, cracks and crop ends. 

The ‘‘ rolling margin ’’ for bars, angles and 
other sections is not to be more than 24 per 
cent., and for plates } in. thick and over, 
5 per cent.- These allowances can be over 
or under the proper weights. If bars or other 
sections are required to be straight, this must 
be definitely stated in specifying. Cold 
straightening is to be done by pressure and 
not by hammering. If sections are wanted to 
be cut hot to specified lengths, this must be 
stated, and the margin for being under or 
over a specified length is 1 in. If specified 
in ‘‘ dead lengths,’’ the sections must be cold- 
straightened and cold-sawn, and the margin 
is £ in. There are tensile tests and bend 
tests. Individual tables and tests are given 
for all four grades, and the quantity of man- 
ganese varies in them to some extent. 

The B.S.S. (No. 15—1930) for structural 
steel for bridges, etc., and general building 
construction: Drawn steel wire (not hard- 
drawn) is dealt with from sizes of 0.5 in. to 
0.125 in. (or 4 in. to § in.). Two classes of 
steels are described and lettered ‘‘A’’ and 
“*B.”’ “A’’ steel is made on the open hearth 
process (acid or basic), and with not more 
than 0.06 per cent. of sulphur or of phos- 
phorus. ‘‘B”’ steel is also either of open 
hearth process (acid or basic) or acid Bessemer 
process, with not more than 0.08 per cent. of 
phosphorus and not more than 0.06 per cent. 
of sulphur. 

““B”’ steel is not intended for bridges, 
plates of 4 in. thick and over, rivet bars and 
heat-treated wire. The quality of the steel 
must be such as to be free of all defects, 
jagged and imperfect edges. Tests are stipu- 
lated, including that of cold bend. 

Margins. Specified lengths have margins 
of 1 in. over or under, but minimum lengths 
are allowed a margin of 2 in. over. hen 
exact lengths are ordered, an allowance of 
4 in. over or under is made. 

Weights. If minimum weight is specified, 
then a 5 per cent. over is allowed, and, when 
maximum weight is specified, 5 per cent. vnder 
is allowed. If neither is specified, then the 
allowance of 24 per cent. either over or under 
is made. The calculation for weight is 40.8 
Ib. per sy. ft. for plates 1 in. thick, or 3.4 Ib. 
per ft. run, per 1 in. square for bars. 

B.8.S. (No. 6—1924) for rolled steel sections 
for structural purposes gives standard sections 
for equal and unequal angles, bulb angles, 
bulb plates, channels, beams (girder sections 
or rolled steel joists), heavy beams, pillars and 
tee bars. Metric equivalents of sizes are 
given. 

B.S.8. (No. 153—1922), parts 1 and 2, deals 
with girder bridges. Structural steel of B.S.S. 
(No. 15—1930) is referred to, and cast steel of 
B.S.S. (No. 30) for steel castings for marine 
purposes, grade B. Steel pins and rollers are 
to be to B.S.8. (No. 29) for ingot steel forgings 
for marine purposes. Wrought iron is to be 
to B.S.S. (No. 51) for wrought iron, the plates 
and bars to be grade C, and bolt, rivet and 
rod iron to be grade B. The following 
sections are dealt with :—General workman- 
ship, straightening; planing and shearing; 
drilling, punching and reaming; rivets and 
riveting; smithed work; pressed troughing ; 


tie-rods; bolts and nuts, etc. 
Painting is included. Where two surfaces 


are in contact they are to be scraped and 


* cleaned, given a coat of hot linseed oil, and 


the surfaces brought together while the oil 
is still wet. Surfaces of steelwork must be 
dry before painting. All rivets for field use 
are to be heated and dipped in linseed oil. 
Machined surfaces are to be coated with a 
mixture of white-lead and tallow, or var- 
nished. To save reference to other B.S.S.s, 
appendices are given, which are extracts from 
the B.S.S.s referred to. 

Parts 3, 4 and 5 (1923) make a separate 
book. These parts deal with loads and 
stresses. The basic weights for loads of 
structural materials are given. The maximum 
wind pressure is given as 50 lb. per sq. ft. ; 
but if with moving load on highways bridges 
then 20 Jb. ditto for both structure and Joad. 
Areas are given for bearings and bedplates, 
and these for loads due to combination of 
all forces and per sq. ft. as follows :— 
Granite, 25 tons; Sandstone or similar, 20 
tons; cement concrete (4-1), 18 tons; (6-1) 15 
tons. In appendix No. 1 (a_ separate 
pamphlet), the British standard unit load- 
ing for highway bridges is given. 

A recent issue is B.S.S. (No. 449—1932) for 
the use of structural steel in building, and 
these particulars are stated to be the minimum 
requirements for buildings of normal type. 
An important matter of this B.S.S. is that 
the Minister of Health has included a note 
in the model by-laws for buildings, recom- 
mending this as a guide in the administration 
of by-laws. 

Floor loads are given (dealt with elsewhere 
in these papers), and the stipulation made 
that for buildings of the warehouse, book- 
store and stationery-store class, notices be 
exhibited, stating maximum load allowed. 
The weights should be stated in unit volumes 
of material stored. 

The wind pressure on a building is to be 
regarded as minimum of 15 lb. per sq. 
ft. of the upper two-thirds of the vertical 
projection of the surface of the building, 
with an additional 10 lb. per sq. ft. for 
all projections above the general roof level. 
At the sea-coast and other exposed situations 
it is stated that further provision is necessary. 
If the height of a building is less than twice 
its width and adequately stiffened by walls 
and floors, the effect of the wind can be 
neglected. Riveting is dealt with in this 
B.S.S., but not welding. - 

B.S.8. (No. 165-1929) is for hard-drawn 
steel wire for concrete reinforcements. Wire 
sizes are given from No. 12 8.W.G. (0.104 in.) 
to 4 in. diameter. A ‘“‘coil’”’ is considered 
as one continuous piece of wire The wire 
is to be of ‘‘ A”’ steel of B.S.S. No. 15, and 
the quality is described. The tensile strength 
is to be between 37 tons and 42 tons per 
square inch, and the elongation is to be not 
less than 74 per cent. on tests. 

Tests for cold bends are given, and toler- 
ances for diameters and lengths. For speci- 
fied lengths over 10 ft. the tolerance is ¢ in., 
and if under 10 ft., $ in. If exact lengths 
are specified the tolerance is } in. For cal- 
culation of weights, the steel is taken as 
3.4 Ib. per square inch per foot run. 

B.S.8. (No. 28-1932) for black bolts and 
nuts, studs, lock-nuts and washers is useful. 
These are to British Standard Whitworth 
(B.8.W.) thread. Tables of detailed dimen- 
sions are given, and ranges of sizes of stock 
lengths for bolts from 4 in. by (4 in. to 3 in.) 
to 1} in. by (34 in. to 6 in.). A range of 
even longer sizes are manufactured. Fifty- 
three sizes are given, but for general use 
it is recommended that 26 sizes be dispensed 


with. 
B.S.8. (No. 321-1928) deals with general 
grey castings. Grades A and C. 
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Iron. 

Pure iron is claimed to be easily weldable, 
and to resist corrosion. ‘‘ Armco” iron 
is corrosion resisting, and is used for plates of 
structural shapes. It is used for gas-holders 
and the like, but mainly used for galvanised 
sheets. The iron dowels used for the repair 
of Wells Cathedral have been replaced by 
those of ‘‘ Delta’’ metal. 


Steel. 

The use of high tensile steel means reducing 
sizes of members and correspondingly the 
weight. The use of structural steel is 
making a new stand in competition with its 
newer rival, reinforced concrete. Structures 
of structural steelwork are claimed to be 
more elastic in many ways. Structural steel- 
work can be surrounded with concrete, in 
which case it is referred to as “‘ concrete rein- 
forced steelwork’’ or ‘‘ augmented steel.’ 
It can be cased in some positions with brick- 
work, terra-cotta or stonework. A thirteen- 
storied building, erected in 1887, with the 
steel protected by brick and tiles, was found 
to be in good condition when demolished 
during recent years. If safely protected 
against corrosion and fire, there is a good 
deal in favour of steelwork. The ordinary 
thermal expansion of steel and concrete are 
very like, and can be taken as .000006 per 
degree F. The roof structures in this country 
are liable to a temperature range up to 
50 deg. F. This means an expansion result- 
ing in a thrust upon the walls. 


Alloys of Iron and Steel. 

A great deal of progress has been with ex- 
periments and research in this matter, and 
this largely for the sake of reducing corro- 
sion. The Institution of Civil Engineers have 
carried out a great deal of practical work in 
this way. 

It is stated that corrosion fatigue is capable 
of reducing the fatigue strength of steel by 
more than 50 per cent., and that the effect of 
simultaneous corrosion and repeated stress is 
much greater than either of them alone. The 
use of alloys is therefore important, particu- 
larly so when such alloys make for greater 
strength, with a corresponding reduction in 
the weight of metal required. A notable 
alloy steel is ‘‘ Silicon’’ steel, the German 
name for it being ‘‘Freund”’ steel, and 
America and Germany are following up the 
use of alloy steel strongly. In one case in 
America a large saving was claimed to have 
been made through its use, the steel con- 
taining 0.04 per cent. to 0.14 per cent. of 
carbon, 0.48 to 0.88 per cent. of manganese, 
and 0.67 to 1.10 per cent. silicon. It is 
claimed that a combination of low carbon 
with high alloy content produces high tensile 
strength with toughness and ductility. The 
alloys are chiefly made by additions of 
copper, nickel or chromium. 

Tests on a copper steel alloy used in a rail- 
way tunnel showed that for resistance to 
corrosion the best results were obtained with 
0.35 to 0.45 of copper. The tests also re- 
vealed a much less loss of strength after cor- 
rosion than ordinary steel. ‘‘ Union’’ steel 
is a structural, low carbon, chromium steel, 
and contains a small proportion of copper. 
This is claimed to be superior to German 
“‘Silicon’’ steel, and less expensive. 
Chromium-molybdenum steel has been used 
for structural purposes, and is said to be use- 
ful for light structures. Nickel-steel is recom- 
mended for bridges. Alloys for purposes 
other than structural steelwork are gaining 
favour in use as metal cramps and the like. 
Their use as metal ties in cavity walls might 
be considered. We have alloys of iron and 
nickel, iron and chromium, uickel and 
chromium, iron, nickel and chromium and 
alloy steels.

THE BUILDING RESEARCH STATION. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 


Tue following abstracts of inquiries* repre- 
sent a number of those recently submitted to 
the Building Research Station. The informa- 
tion given in the replies quoted is based on 
available knowledge. It has to be borne in 
mind that further scientific investigations 
may, in the course of time, indicate direc- 
tions in which the replies might be supple- 
mented or modified. Moreover, the replies 
relate to the specific subject of each inquiry, 
and are not necessarily suitable for general 
application to all similar problems. 


Concrete Manholes. 

A local authority sought the advice of the 
Station on the use of pre-cast concrete man- 
holes in connection with the drainage of 
housing estates. The inquirer was doubtful 
whether concrete would withstand the action 
of any acids whick might be present in the 
sewage, and stated that in his experience the 
wear by scour of concrete was greater than 
that of glazed stoneware. 

Reply.—Disintegration of concrete sewers 
is occasionally caused by the action of sewage 
gases on the concrete. The composition of 
sewage is, however, so variable that very few 
general statements regarding it can be made. 
Excluding effluents from factories, for which 
special precautions or provisions may be re- 
quired, it appears that under normal condi- 
tions fresh sewage has little serious action on 
concrete. Such sewage is usually alkaline, or 
at the most very slightly acid. As the sewage 
ages, however, it undergoes various changes, 
and amongst the products of these changes is 
hydrogen sulphide. Under certain conditions, 
the proportion of this compound in the sewer 
gas may become abnormally high, and oxida- 
tion to sulphur dioxide in the air-space of 
the sewer has been found in many such cases 
to lead to very serious disintegration of con- 
crete and cement mortar. This action usually 
occurs with sewage which is some hours old, 
and towards the outfall end of the pipe line ; 
it is usually limited to that part of the con- 
crete which is not covered, or not continu- 
ously covered, by the sewage. 

In the case of manholes in conjunction with 
ordinary domestic properties, where fresh 
sewage only is to be dealt with, the danger 
of attack by the sewage gases can be regarded 
as remote, particularly as the concentration 
of any gases formed in the relatively large 
volume of a manhole will be much weaker 
than those attained in a pipe. As regards 
the scouring action of the sewage, it is prob- 
able that a concrete surface would be more 
likely to become roughened than a glazed 
surface, but so little grit is present in 
ordinary domestic sewage that we should not 
consider the danger of erosion to be serious. 

A possible danger to concrete sewers or 
manholes is by the external action of certain 
soils or nd waters, particularly those 
with a high sulphate content. If used in 
such ground the outside surfaces would re- 
quire special protection. It must be empha- 

sised that the above remarks refer only to 
concrete of the best quality. Poor quality 
concrete pipes or manholes are very suscep- 
tible to attack and must on no account be 
used for this type of work. 


Efflorescence in a Basement. 


Effiorescence had appeared on the internal 
face of a brick basement wall. This had 
started very shortly after erection several 
years Ae © the Lc of the wal] was dry 
to the touch, and no particular notice was 
taken of the efflorescence until it was noticed 


that steel bolts stacked near to the wall had 


corroded. The opinion of the Station was 
now sought as to the nature and cause of the 
efflorescence and as to what steps could be 
taken to eliminate the trouble. 

Reply.—An examination of the sample of 
efflorescence submitted has shown this to con- 
sist manly of sodium sulphate with smaller

amounts of calcium and potassium. If, as we 
assume, the basement is constructed with 
brick retaining walls in which no damp-proof 
course is incorporated, some moisture is no 
doubt penetrating from the soil behind, 
carrying with it the salts which are crystal- 
lising on the inner face to form the efflor- 
escence. The reason why the wall does not 
feel damp to the touch is probably because 
the moisture is being evaporated from the 
surface as rapidly as it is coming through. 
It is not possible to state whether the salts 
are derived from the soil or from the bricks 
without an inspection both of the soil and 
of the original bricks used. If _ entirely 
derived from the bricks, the trouble would 
eventually cease, and it might be found that 
if the present crystals were thoroughly 
brushed off no further efflorescence would 
appear. If, on the other hand, the salts are 
derived from the soil, the trouble is likely to 
continue and, if the bricks are of poor 
quality, the crystallisation of the salt may 
possibly lead to their decay. 

In the absence of full knowledge of the use 
to which the basement is put, it is difficult 
to advise on the must suitable procedure to 
adopt. We note that steel bolts stored 
against the wall were found to be corroding, 
but this presumably would not occur if the 
bolts could be kept some little distance away 
from the wall. If this were possible, and 
appearance is not of importance, it might not 
be worth while taking any action at this 
stage, though a look-out should be kept for 
any signs of decay of the brickwork. 

Conditions inside the room could be im- 
proved by fixing battens (treated with wood 
preservative) to the face of the brickwork 
and plastering on lathing or fixing some form 
of sheeting to the battens. This would pre- 
vent the access of any moisture to the new 
inner surface, but would not prevent the 
formation of the efflorescence on the brick 
face, which by this method would be con- 
cealed from view, and decay might thus pro- 
ceed unnoticed. The only alternative treat- 
ment we can suggest is to apply a waterproof 
membrane, such as asphalt, to the brick sur- 
face, and to build a further 44 in. of brick 
inside this. The expense of such a method 
might not, however, be considered justified. 


Use of Barium Sulphate in a Structural Floor 
of an X-Ray Room. 

It was required to provide protection from 
X-rays in the floor of an X-ray room, and it 
was suggested that for this purpose barium 
sulphate should be incorporated in the struc- 
tural reinforced concrete floor. The inquirer 
wished to know whether the barytes should 
be introduced in the form of a powder or 
as a more or less coarse aggregate. He also 
required information as to the strength of 
concrete made with barium sulphate, and 
whether any corrosive action on the steel 
reinforcement is likely. 

Reply.—Though we have had no first-hand 
experience of the use of barium sulphate in 
the manner described, it seems quite possible 
that satisfactory results could be obtained. 
Barium sulphate has a very low solubility 
and would not have any chemical effect: on 
Portland cement. It is, of course, frequently 
used with Portland cement in the form of a 
plaster in X-ray rooms. There should be no 
danger of corrosion of steel reinforcement due 
to its use. It is also a hard substance, and 
concrete in which it is used as aggregate 
would probably have good strength. We 
have no experimental data on this point, 
however, and it would be necessary before 
designing the floor to test the strength of 
sample cubes of the mix to be used.. Methods 
of carrying out such tests are described in 
the Report of the Reinforced Concrete Struc- 
tures Committee of the Building Research 
Board, published by H.M. Stationery Office, 
price 1s. 3d. 

The barytes should not be used in fine 
powder form, as this would tend to reduce 
the strength of the concrete and to increase 
its shrinkage. In order to ensure good dis- 
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tribution, we suggest that it should be used 
in the form of a ‘‘ sand”’ in particles graded 
from, say, 4 into 1-32 in., replacing a portion 
of the normal aggregate. 

The actual amount of barium sulphate that 
will be needed will have to be finally deter- 
mined by experiment. The degree of pro- 
tection necessary will depend on the type of 
X-ray work to be carried out. Requirements 
for various forms of X-ray work have been 
laid down in terms of thicknesses of lead in 
the report of the X-ray and Radium Pro- 
tection Committee, which should be con- 
sulted. The ‘‘lead equivalent’”’ of various 
protective materals can be determined experi- 
mentally. In this case, therefore, the re- 
quired degree of protection should first be 
determined, and from a knowledge of the 
protective values of barium sulphate plasters 
@ rough guess could be made as to how much 
barytes is likely to be necessary. Samples of 
concrete should then be made and _ tested 
{a) for strength and (6) for X-ray protection. 

ests for (b) are carried out at a very small 
cost: by the National Physical ~Laboratory, 
Teddington. By following some such _ pro- 
cedure a satisfactory concrete floor should be 
obtainable. 

In addition to ensuring that the individual 
materials used for floor, walls, etc., are ade- 
quately protective, it is of considerable im- 
portance that a final test be made of the com- 
pleted room. In this country such tests are 
also carried out by the National Physical 
Laboratory. 


Use of Zinc for Rain-Water Gutters. 

It. was stated that gutters made of zinc 
1-16 in. thick had been used with apparently 
satisfactory results and at less cost than cast- 
iron gutters } in. thick. The inquirer wished 
to know whether there was any objection to 
the use of zinc for this purpose. 

Reply.—After consulting the British Non- 
Ferrous, Métals Research Association, . the 
following reply was sent :—‘‘ There should be 
no objection to the use of zinc for this pur- 
pose, and it probably offers advantages over 
cast-iron, both as regards cost and durability. 
Zinc is used extensively on the Continent and 
in America, and is stated to have proved very 
satisfactory. In the U.8.A., gutters are made 
from 11 gauge (.024 in. thick) sheet, zinc, but 
as this is obviously much weaker than the 
normal cast-iron section used in this country, 
some form of reinforcement: is necessary for 
the outside edge, and bearers must be placed 
tmuci closer together than when cast-iron 
gutters are used. In America, reinforcement 
of the edges is obtained by rolling the edge 
to a swall diameter, and in this country 
galvanised-iron wire is sometimes used. The 
reccmmended practice in America is that 
hangers should be spaced not more than 2 St. 
apart and not more than 8 in. from each end 
or corner. 

Zinc when used in contact with bare iron 
is more likely to corrode than when used’ 
alone, and nails and hangers used to secure 
guttering or roof sheeting should be heavily 
galvanised, and should be arranged as far as 
possible so as not to come in contact with 
water. Zinc is more liable to corrode in @ 
sulphurous atmosphere, and its life is usually 
rather shorter in industrial than in rural 
areas, but this, of course, applies also to most 
other metals. 


Erection of a Reinforced Concrete Structure: 
in Ground Containing Sulphates. 

An engineer had to build a reinforced con- 
crete structure below ground. Analysis of 
the subsoil water showed the presence of 
calcium and magnesium sulphates, and advice 
was sought as to the most satisfactory method 
of protecting the concrete from attack by 
these sulphates. A bituminous paint was 
suggested for the purpose, but it was thought 
doubtful whether the pores of the concrete: 
should be properly filled. 

Reply.—Soil waters containing sulphates, 
as in this instance, may seriously attack Port- 
land cement concrete and lead to expansion 
and disintegration. It is very doubtful 
whether a bituminous paint, or indeed any 
other surface film, would provide satisfactory- 
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protection owing to the difficulty of ensuring 
continuity of the films; in addition the per- 
manence of such a treatment would be ques 
tionable. 

High alumina cement concrete has been 
shown to have good resistance to sulphate 
attack, and if it is possible in this case to 
go to the additional expense, we should re- 
commend the use of high alumina cement for 
the work in contact with the ground. In 
mass concrete work it is sometimes possible 
to put in a layer of, say, 6 in. of aluminous 
cement concrete at the bottom and sides of 
a pier and to carry out the remainder of the 
work, which does not come in contact with 
the soil in Portland cement concrete. The 
type of structure in this instance is not de- 
scribed, but it might be possible to adopt 
some such course. 

Care is necessary in bonding the Portland 
cement concrete to the aluminous cement 
concrete, and in particular the Portland 
cement work must not be poured until the 
aluminous cement concrete has thoroughly 
dried and hardened. Further recommenda- 
tions on bonding are set out in Building 
Research Bulletin No. 9, ‘‘ Bonding New 
Concrete to Old’”’ (H.M.. Stationery Office, 
price 3d.). ;

ANNUAL DINNER. 

THE annual dinner of this Institution was 
held at the Holborn Restaurant on Tuesday 
last. Mr. A. A. Adamson, F.I.0.B. (Presi- 
dent of the Institution), was in the chair. 
“The Builders’ Clerks’ Benevolent Institu- 
tion ’’ was proposed by the President, who 
said that, founded in 1866, the Institution 
had distributed £31,000 in pensions, tem- 
porary relief and the maintenance and educa- 
tion of children.

Referring to the ‘‘ reckless gambling in 
tenders ’”? which had been going on for some 
time, the speaker said there had been some 
correspondence in 7'he Times and a leading 
article in T'he Builder a short time ago on 
the subject of the fees of architects and sur- 
veyors. This had originated in some remarks 
by a building owner; but that building 
owner might have reflected that as builders 
were tendering at least 10 per cent. below 
normal, he was, in fact, getting the services 
of the architect and surveyor for nothing. 
He (the speaker) believed the industry might 
now look forward to a more prosperous time. 
The latest monthly returns of the L.C.C. 
showed a fall of 4,000 from the unemployment 
figures in the building industry on the pre- 
vious month, and that was, he believed, an 
illustration of the trend of business. 

The toast having been honoured, the Presi- 
dent proposed the health of the guests. These, 
he said, were naturally chiefly from other 
branches of the building industry. Agree- 
ments among these various sections, he 
said, were of little avail unless there 
was a spirit of good will.

Mr. Sydney Tatchell (responding for the 
guests) said the master builder had to carry 
many burdens and suffer many hardships, but 
the builders’ clerks had not only to suffer 
these, but to suffer also the master builders ! 

Mr. Wm. V. Dove, .F.I.0.B. (immediate 
past president), proposed the health of the 
President; and this was drunk with) en- 
thusiasm. 
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In the course of his remarks acknowledging 
the compliment, the President announced 
that the total amount of donations and sub- 
scriptions had reached the sum of £630.

INSTITUTION 
Sash Cords. 


Following a request received from the Local 
Authorities Committee sitting at the Ministry 
of Health, that the British Standards Institu- 
tion should investigate the desirability. of pre- 
paring a British Standard Specification for 
Sash. Cords, the Institution recently held: a 
conference representative of all interests con- 
cerned to review the position. As a result, it 
was agreed that the conference should resolve 
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itself into a Technical Committee to under- 
take the preparation of a British Standard 
Specification. : 


Cast-Iron Pipes. 

The alternative two-way branch has been 
added recently to the British Standard Speci- 
fication for Cast-Iron Soil Waste, Ventilating 
and Heavy Rainwater Pipes (B.S.S. No. 416— 
1931). This follows ithe recommendation 
made some time ago by the Institute of 
Plumbers and endorsed by the appropriate 
B.S.I. Committee that provision should be 
made in the specification for a two-way 
branch designed in such a way as to prevent 
———- due to discharge across the main goil- 
pipe. The new fitting achieves this object in 
the principal feature of its design, the angle 
of the inlet to the main stack being fixed at 
a constant angle of 135 deg., the angles of 
the socket being varied to connect up with 
the various falling lines of the branch pipes. 
It is understood that this fitting has already 
been used to a considerable extent in plumb- 
ing practice, and is easily obtainable from 
the trade.

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PARLIAMENTARY NEWS. 


REPLYING to criticisms; in the House of 
Commons,. of the Government’s housing 
programme, 

Sir Hirton YounG, Minister of Health, said 
that the policy contained in the Government’s 
recent White Paper would be carried out. 
The thing necessary for the fulfilment of the 
programme in the White Paper was that they 
should have behind them the steady support 
of public opinion and the same frame of mind 
as existed at present. They were still at the 
period of acceleration, when the great new 
effort had not come to the peak as regarded 
yulling down the slums and putting fresh 
eceas in their place. As regarded the actual 
acceleration of the work of slum clearance, 
they had already achieved such an increase of 
speed as to assure that if that was continued 
they would achieve the programme in five 
years. They were going fast enough already 
to get the work done in five years. The 
acceleration of the work of slum clearance 
was best shown by the figures showing the 
resolutions actually declaring slum clearance 
areas. In the first year of the slum cam- 
paign, which began on January 1, 1933, 200 
local authorities declared 894 fresh areas. In 
the three months that had followed from last 
January 1 to the end of last March, the 
number of fresh areas declared had beer 
nearly 1,000. So it would be seen that in the 
last three months they had declared more 
fresh slum areas than in the whole of the pre- 
ceeding year. In other words, they had 
multiplied the rate of progress in slum clear- 
ance already by four in the carrying vut of 
the programme. That curve was going up, 
because the biggest figures they had ever had 
were the figures for last March, when 347 
fresh areas were declared. That carried with 
it the promise of a future increase sufficient 
to enable them to work up to the peak. 

He believed that fear which had been 
expressed with regard to the actual organisa- 
tion of the work of building to be totally 
groundless. With the experience which hac 
now been gained of the working of the Act it 
was not too much to hope that they would be 
able to shorten the time. 


Tenement Buildings Committee. 

Mr. Fiemine asked the Minister of Health 
whether he had anything further_to report of 
the committee which he intended to set up to 
consider the construction of tenement build- 
ings on slum sites. 

Sm Hinton Youne said he hoped to an- 
nounce the composition and terms of reference 
of this committee at an early date. 


Charing Cross Bridge. 

Sr Wirt1am Davison asked the Prime 
Minister whether his attention had been 
called to a statement recently issued by the 
Ecclesiastical Commissioners that, as any 
scheme for a new bridge at Charing Cross 
now appeared to have been finally abandoned, 
the Commissioners had decided to develop 
their property on the south side of the river, 
including the Lion Brewery and the adjoin- 
ing area, which would have been affected 
by a new traffic bridge at Charing *Cross ; 
whether he was aware that the Royal Com- 
mission on Cross-River Traffic, the London 
County Council, and other public bodies were 
of opinion that a new bridge at Charing Cross 
in the near future was essential for the 
poe development of London; and whether, 

aving regard.to the improved financial posi- 
tion of the country, he would request the 
Ecclesiastical Commissioners: to stay their 
hands a little longer before commencing their 
proposed development scheme on the south 
bank of the river. 

Mr. MacDonatp said that the Minister of 
Transport understood that the Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners owned a substantial amount of 
property on sites which might be said to be 
key positions in connection with any scheme 
for constructing a road bridge at Charing 
Cross, but he had no information either from 
the Commissioners or from the London 
County Council as to the nature of any plans 
for developing this property, although it was 
believed that certain discussions had been 
proceeding regarding a local clearance scheme 
north of the New Cut.

PENICUIK.—Housinc.—Council to proceed 
with the erection of an additional 12 houses 
at Edinburgh-road with assistance under the 
Housing (Scotland) Act, 1930, and to proceed 
at an early date with the provision of an 
additional 60 houses.

Proposed Housing Charter. 

At the annual conference of the Nationat 
Council of Corporation Tenants’ Associations 
at Derby, there was outlined a demand for a 
housing charter, based on the ability of the 
people to pay. As an initial step it suggested 
that the Housing Acts of 1919, 1923, 1924, 
1925, and 1930 should be consolidated, with 
conflicting points eradicated, and that rents, 
inclusive of rates, should be fixed at a maxi- 
mum of 15 per cent. of the tenant’s income. 
It was further proposed that all existing 
housing loans should be redeemed and re- 
issued at 24 per cent. interest, the Govern- 
ment accepting all responsibility for such con- 
version, inasmuch as, private — enterprise 
having failed, the provision of houses had 
become a national charge. This readjust- 
ment of financial provisions, the conference 
held, should not result in any increase in 
present rents. Application of the charter by 
the Government direct was advocated, the 
Minister of Health to appoint local inspectors 
in all areas where houses had been. built under 
the Acts. 

The Charter was submitted on behalf of the 
Larkhill (Liverpool) Association by Mr. A. E. 
Brown, who estimated that the financial re- 
adjustment would bring about a saving of 50 
per cent. in standing charges, thus presenting 
the possibility of a considerable reduction in 
rents.
